Council Asks Clinton for 
National Summit on AIDS

Dr. Scott Hitt, chair of the new 
Presidential Advisory Council on 
HIV/AIDS, started off the group’s 
initial meeting July 27-28 by 
remarking on “the indifference, 
avoidance, and outright prejudice 
that have characterized our gov¬ 
ernment’s response to AIDS.” 
Hitt acknowledged President Bill 
Clinton, who met with the group 
for a half hour the next day, by 
expressing hopes that decisive 
leadership could change that 
atmosphere. 

Hitt had driven the council 
members with briefings, position 
papers, and conference calls 
before the meeting, enabling them 
to issue a seven-point paper, 
“Initial Steps for Presidential 
Action,” at the end of the session. 

It calls for the president “to 
use his personal leadership to 
raise the level of public educa¬ 
tion, compassion, and concern by 
pledging to make the battle 
against AIDS one of the most vis¬ 
ible and continuing priorities of 
his Presidency.” One specific sug¬ 
gestion is to hold a National 
Summit on AIDS by the end of 
the year. 

“It has the potential to do a lot

State To Supply 
$13M in Growth 
Hormone to PWAs 

Treatment requirements 
relaxed for anti-wasting drug

In a major drug-access 
victory for state AIDS 
activists, the state of 
California has agreed to fund 
up to $13 million worth of 
treatment with Serostim, a 
recombinant growth hormone 
manufactured from hamster 
cells. 

The drug was approved by 
the FDA last December for 
Treatment IND 

(Investigational New Drug) 
status, after it showed “signif¬ 
icant results” in reversing 
AIDS-related wasting syn¬ 
drome by increasing lean 
body mass, according to 
AIDS activist Jeff Getty of 
ACT UP/Golden Gate. Many 
activists consider it the most 
promising life-sustaining 
medication on the horizon. 

“This is a crucial victory 
for people with AIDS,” said 
Bill Thome, a treatment 
activist with ACT UP/Golden 
Gate. “Because MediCal sets 


the example for the nation, it 
will have a huge impact in 
many states, including New 
York, Florida, Pennsylvania, 
and others.” 

The growth hormone is 
taken through daily self- 
administered subcutaneous 
injections over a three-month 
initial period - at a cost of 
$12,600 per patient, accord¬ 
ing to Thome. 

Previous IND require¬ 
ments, that all patients receiv¬ 
ing the drug have failed treat¬ 
ment appetite stimulants such 
as Marinol and Megace, have 
been lifted, and the drug will 
be prescribed based on the 
primary physician’s judg¬ 
ment, Thome said. 

The drug has shown suc¬ 
cess in building some lean 
muscle mass in people with 
wasting syndrome, as 
opposed to other treatments 
that add fat. 

‘Three men die of AIDS 
each day in San Francisco,”

Treatment 

Questioned 

Researcher: 'Only 
see a doctor 
when you're sick'

HIV-positive people who 
receive treatment only after they 
develop AIDS tend to survive 
longer than those given an early 
drug regimen, British researchers 
said July 13. 

In a study in the British 
Medical Journal, investigators at 
St. Mary’s Hospital in London 
said the findings support the idea 
that while early treatment with 
drugs such as AZT can delay the 
onset of AIDS, they do not 
increase overall survival. 

Dr. Mark Poznansky, lead 
author of the report, said the 
study marks the first time 
researchers have looked at a 
large group of patients who did 
not know they were infected 
until they developed AIDS- 
defining illnesses such as pneu- 
mocystis. 

The research involved 436 
patients treated in 1992 and

‘AIDS/HIV Alliance’ Formed 

Consortium created to tap effectively into United Way

More than 50 non-profit groups providing a vari¬ 
ety of AIDS-related research, prevention, and patient 
support programs have formed a new federated group 
to raise funds for their programs through United Way 
and other charitable drives. 

The non-profit group named The AIDS/HIV 
Alliance, includes several local AIDS non-profits, 
such as Project Open Hand; AIDS Project of The East 
Bay; 18th Street Services; and the National AIDS 
Wish Association. 

The group will debut in the annual Combined 
Federal Campaign workplace fundraising drive for 
federal employees in San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
Santa Clara, and Sacramento. 

STOP AIDS Project Executive Director Fred 
Sonenberg told the Bay Area Reporter the Alliance 
would create an effective way for federal workers, and 
employees of local businesses and corporations that 
participate in the annual United Way workplace 
fundraising drive, to contribute to AIDS groups. 

Sonenberg said that having the Alliance listed in 
the United Way contributor’s brochure allows poten¬ 
tial donors to turn directly to the listing, and not have 
to search among the thousands of agencies listed to 
find those that serve people with HIV and AIDS. 

“The rationale behind forming the Alliance is sim¬ 
ply that agencies raise more money in workplace fund 
drives when they pool their efforts,” he said in a press 
statement. 


A mere 2.5% overhead 

Administrative support for the new non-profit will 
be provided by Local Independent Charities of 
America, which provide an umbrella organization for 
non-United Way affiliate charities to obtain funds 
from the workplace charity drive, Sonenberg said. 

LICA will be reimbursed for expenses incurred, 
and also collect a fee of just two and a half percent for 
providing the administrative services, auditing, and 
distributing the income, said spokesman Patrick 
McGuire. 

There have been no expenses as yet, and McGuire 
told the B.A.R. he believes the costs of getting the pro¬ 
ject going will be minimal because “everything has 
been done by volunteers.” 

Although the group expects to debut in the 
Combined Federal Campaign in the fall, Sonenberg 
told the B.A.R. he expects the effort to reach out to 
other combined campaigns, such as the State 
Employees Fund Drive and the combined campaign 
of City and County of San Francisco workers, as well 
as United Way efforts. 

According to Sonenberg, Alliance members have 
been listed already under LICA charities in this fall’s 
United Way Campaign brochure, and member non¬ 
profits will also receive workplace gifts through 
LICA in other worksites, even where the AIDS/HIV 
Alliance has not yet organized. ▼

E. Bay AIDS House Faces 
Complaints About Food, Regs

The non-profit legal advocacy 
center Berkeley Community Law 
Center (BCCL) has met with 
administrators from Walker 
House, Alameda County’s only 
long-term AIDS housing service, 
to discuss troubling complaints 
about its food service and a litany 
of house rules. 

Several East Bay AIDS service 
providers have expressed a lack of 
confidence that patients will get 
compassionate treatment at 
Walker House, and say they only 
refer clients there as a last resort. 
BCCL Executive Director Bemida 
Reagan told the Bay Area 
Reporter she hopes the recent 
meetings will foster better under¬ 
standing between Walker House 
administrators and the PWAs 
placed there for emergency or 
long-range housing. 

Acknowledging that “we are 
both service providers for PWAs, 
so I don’t want us to be adver¬ 
saries in this,” Reagan outlined “a 
lot of issues, some of them result¬ 
ing from an unclarity over what 
[Walker House] responsibilities 
are. 

“There is not a whole lot of 
clarity in what kinds of demands 
they can make on clients,” she 
said. 

One thing is clear: any PWA 
who moves to Walker House will 
find demands there. A very long 
list of rules is presented to each 
new tenant, including regulations 
like “Residents must be up and 
dressed, in street clothes by 9 
a.m.” 

That would seem to contradict 
the Ryan White Title I grant that 
funds Walker House, which man¬ 
dates people with “sleeping pat¬ 
tern disturbances” are to be 
accommodated, not punished. 

‘Always greasy’ 

The most frequent complaints 
about Walker House, judging 


from those people who have con¬ 
tacted the B.A.R., are about its 
food. As one former resident 
wrote, the food is “not appropriate 
for residents who have diarrhea, 
high blood pressure, diabetes, etc. 
Always greasy. Kitchen is not 
always clean. A nutritionist is not 
employed to review the dietary 
needs of specific residents.” 

One service provider told the 
B.A.R. the poor quality of the food 
was enough to stop referring 
PWAs there altogether. 

Ark of Refuge, Inc., the umbrel¬ 
la organization for Walker House, 
lists “nutrition services” as part of 
its three-part Program Description. 
But the reality, according to Walker 
House Manager Valerie Brown- 
Troutt, is that the only money to 
supplement the nightly hot meals 
delivered by Project Open Hand is 
each resident’s weekly $20 food 
voucher from the AIDS Project of 
the East Bay. Feeding the residents 
on so little money is obviously a 
struggle. 

Brown-Troutt told the B.A.R ., 
“I wish we had all the resources 
we need to adequately serve 
them,” but unfortunately. Walker 
House is not allowed to buy food 
with its $250,000 Ryan White 
grant. It could, in theory, apply 
money from a different grant; the 
Ark of Refuge will receive half of 
some $100,000 in Housing 
Opportunities for People With 
AIDS (HOPWA) moneys, sched¬ 
uled for disbursement sometime 
this year. But plans at this point 
call for those HOPWA funds to be 
used primarily for rehabilitation 
of the physical facilities, Brown- 
Troutt told the B.A.R. 

Other complaints 

Brown-Troutt also discussed 
other complaints, and said resi¬ 
dents are required to keep doors 
cracked open at night - resulting 
in complaints of privacy loss - 
because “many clients have 
dementia and you cannot support 


or make sure they are safe when 
they are living behind locked 
doors. 

“We’ve had a couple of suicide 
attempts,” she said. “We do a 
check to make sure they’re safe; if 
it’s locked, we can’t assist some¬ 
one who’s living behind locked 
doors.” 

She gave a similar reason for 
the padlocked wrought iron gate 
in front of the house that has 
required sick residents to stand 
outside until someone lets them 
in: “We’re located in a high crime, 
high drug use area,” she said. 
“The gate is locked for the house’s 
protection.” In addition, she 
added, some patients with demen¬ 
tia have gotten up and wandered 
away, sometimes in the middle of 
the night, and the gate acts as a 
deterrent. 

The rule prohibiting smoking 
except in a designated area at cer¬ 
tain times is also “for the safety of 
the whole house,” she said. 
Finally, she said, about the 
requirement to do chores, “If they 
can’t do that, we get them extra 
support.” 

Brown-Troutt stressed that the 
agency operates at a deficit, and 
it’s not as if anyone were getting 
rich working at Walker House. 
Indeed, according to Ryan White 
records reviewed by the B.A.R., 
salaries are in the medium-to-low 
range. Annual salaries paid out 
last year included $8,743 for a 
Project Director; $25,000 for Site 
Administrator; $25,000 for 
Administrative Assistant; and 
$16,667 each for Day Manager, 
Evening Manager, and Night 
Manager. And, she said, “I have 
people who work 50-60 hours a 
week on 40-hour salaries.” ▼

Baptists may boot 4 Bay Area congregations 

Baptist Schism Looms Over 
Acceptance of Homosexuality

Does the Bible teach that 
homosexuality is a sin, or is the 
New Testament command to love 
one another far more important? 
That seems to be the crux of the 
issue as the American Baptist 
Church begins debate on whether 
to expel four Bay Area congrega¬ 
tions for accepting lesbian and 
gay members. 

The gay-friendly churches 
undergoing strong pressure to 
reject queer members are the 
Lakeshore Avenue Baptist 
Church, the New Community of 
Faith Church in San Jose, the First 
Baptist Church of Berkeley, and 
the San Leandro Community 
Church. 

The real issue, according to the 
Reverend Jim Hopkins of 
Lakeshore Avenue Baptist Church 


in Oakland, is the 1992 formation 
of a new national Association of 
Baptist congregations known as 
the “Association of Welcoming 
and Affirming Baptists,” of 
churches that welcome gay men 
and lesbians as members. There 
are now 30 such congregations 
nationwide. 

Hopkins, a prominent and elo¬ 
quent American Baptist Bay Area 
pastor, told the Bay Area Reporter 
the board of managers of the 
American Baptist Churches of the 
West - the smallest of five main 
Baptist groups, with about 1.25 
million members in 300 congrega¬ 
tions - will consider the issue in 
September. At that time, a deci¬ 
sion will be made whether to call 
a special convention on the issue, 
Hopkins said. 

Opposition to homosexuals is 
based on nine Biblical passages 


dealing with same-sex sexual 
activity, according to Hopkins, but 
they do not relate to homosexuali¬ 
ty as we know it today. 

“The understanding of homo¬ 
sexuality as an orientation” is not 
what the Scriptures address, 
Hopkins told the B.A.R. What the 
Biblical passages objected to were 
pagan temple rituals. 

“Jesus himself is silent on the 
subject,” Hopkins observed, “but 
by example he associated with 
those stigmatized and deemed 
impure by the religious and politi¬ 
cal authorities of the day. 

“It is wrong to attempt to 
change a person’s orientation,” he 
said. “What does matter is com¬ 
mitment, integrity, justice, and 

joy” 

Whether that is true for 
American Baptists as a whole 
remains to be seen. ▼

Spit at Us, Go to Jail: It’s the Law

An ex-convict with previous 
burglary and sexual battery con¬ 
victions who threatened, spit at, 
and exposed himself to a lesbian 
couple in a Mission district inci¬ 
dent last February was sentenced 
to a year in San Francisco County 
Jail on Tuesday, August 2. 

Harold Kazajian, 35, was sen¬ 
tenced for committing a misde¬ 
meanor hate crime, according to 
Assistant District Attorney Chuck 
Haines. 

The February incident took 
place outside the popular Mission 
area bar Jack’s, according to 
Jessica Graves, one of the victims 
of Kazajian’s anti-gay invective 
and assault. 

Graves and her girlfriend were 
leaving the popular drinking 
establishment when Kazajian, 
who was behind them on the 
street, began yelling at the pair. 

“I heard him say that he was 
going to slash my lesbian friend’s 


tires. I had no idea what he was 
talking about,” Graves said. She 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
Kazajian kept up the anti-gay 
comments, including such slurs as 
“you lesbians deserve to die.” 

According to Graves, the ex- 
con also pulled out his penis and 
was masturbating as he continued 
the anti-lesbian rant. 

“He said, ‘This is what you 
need. You need a man,”’ she told 
the B.A.R. 

Two women passers-by inter¬ 
vened, as did three of Graves’s 
friends, whom she alerted inside 
the bar. Police arrived at the scene 
and arrested Kazajian, who had 
also apparently shoved one of the 
seven women ultimately involved 
in the confrontation with the anti¬ 
lesbian ex-convict. 

“I’m very pleased we got him 
on the civil rights violation. It’s 
one of the first convictions in the 
state,” Graves said. 

“I felt pretty violated to have 
someone threaten me with his 


penis out. Of course, the first thing 
you think about is rape. We were 
just walking down the street.” 

Haines, who heads the District 
Attorney’s hate crimes prosecu¬ 
tion team, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Kazajian demanded 
a jury trial and rejected any settle¬ 
ment offers; for his troubles, he 
received the maximum possible 
sentence on the misdemeanor 
charge. 

Haines told the B.A.R. he was 
“very pleased” the jury had decid¬ 
ed to convict. 

“They were able to see it as a 
civil rights violation, that he was 
violating these women’s rights, 
the rights of women to be left 
alone, and to see his action as a 
hate crime,” Haines said. 

Kazajian, who is also on a 
parole hold for violating the terms 
of his parole from the Nevada 
penal system, also faces extradi¬ 
tion to a state prison there upon 
the completion of his jail sen¬ 
tence. ▼ 


Detrick Memorial To Be Held Today

A memorial service honoring 
the life of gay business leader, 
philanthropist, and former Police 
Commissioner David Detrick is 
scheduled for 3 p.m. today 
(Thursday, August 3) at Grace 
Cathedral in San Francisco. 

Detrick, 45, died on July 26 at 
Kaiser Hospital in Redwood City, 
of complications related to AIDS. 

A native of Kentfield, 
California, Detrick earned a 
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Bachelor of Arts degree from the 
University of Oregon in 1972 and 
later began his business career in 
the luggage industry at the French 
Company in Los Angeles. 

He returned to the Bay Area in 
1974 to run Malm Luggage, a firm 
established in 1886 by his great¬ 
grandfather. After expanding the 
firm into a nine-store chain. 
Detrick became a partner with 
Louis Vuitton, Inc. to open and 
operate the French firm’s Sutter 
Street boutique. 

During his life. Detrick cham¬ 
pioned the cause of equal rights 
for the lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty, and was appointed by Mayor 
Frank Jordan to the San Francisco 
Police Commission in 1993. He 
resigned from that post last year 
because of illness. 

“I am deeply saddened to learn 
of the death of David Detrick,” 
Jordan said. “I had the privilege of 
appointing him to the Police 
Commission, where he did an out¬ 
standing job and always put the 
interests of the city ahead of his 
own. 

“He will be truly missed by 
those of us who had the honor to 
know him.” 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Migden called Detrick’s death “a 
great loss” to the community. 

“David Detrick had a long and 
valiant struggle with AIDS,” 
Migden told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “He fought hard. He 
was an elegant and kind person 
who was devoted to advancing the 
cause of lesbian and gay rights on 
local and international levels. He 
was also a tremendous humanitar- 


“He was my friend and he will 
be sorely missed.” 

Detrick was active in and sflp- 
ported a variety of groups, includ¬ 
ing the Human Rights Campaign 
Fund, the National Lesbian and 
Gay Task Force, and the Alliance 
of San Francisco. He also contri¬ 
buted to 



money for its best value,” said 
HRCF board member Mark Leno. 
“On the one hand he was fiscally 
conservative, but he also had a 
wild side. He had little tolerance 
for anyone who thought there was 
time to wait on AIDS funding 
issues and lesbian and gay equal 
rights causes.” 

Detrick is survived by his com¬ 
panion Richard Gaz, plus his 
mother, stepfather, two brothers, 
and several nieces and nephews.

Mayor Frank Jordan announced 
this week that he has asked the 
Recreation and Parks Commission 
to calendar a measure that would 
allow the Collingwood Park athlet¬ 
ic field in the Castro to be named in 
honor of the late Rikki Streicher. 

The lesbian pioneer and leader 
died last August 21 of cancer at the 
age of 68. 

“Rikki Streicher did a lot for 
pride in the community, and les¬ 
bian and gay rights in general,” 
said Jordan spokesman Robert 
Oakes. “And because of her inter¬ 
est and support of athletic efforts, 
she contributed a great deal to the 
growing acceptance of gay and les¬ 
bians by mainstream athletic orga¬ 
nizations.” 

Streicher, bom in Ohio, settled 
in San Francisco in the mid-1940s 
after a stint as a camera girl in 
Hollywood. An accomplished 
businesswoman, she owned and 
operated a variety of lesbian bars 
and venues including Maud’s, a 
community institution from the 
day it opened in 1966 until it 
closed in 1989. Its fame as a les¬ 
bian bar was so widespread its 
closing was filmed and released as 
the movie Last Call at Maud’s. 

Streicher was also the co¬ 
founder of the Federation of Gay

Games - and wrote the group’s 
bylaw and articles of incorporation, 
in fact - but was perhaps best 
known for her commitment to 
women’s pool and softball. She was 


inducted to the Gay Softball 
League shortly before her death, 
and honored with the Tom Waddell 
Cup at the closing of the Gay 
Games in June 1994, eight years 
after she carried the group’s torch 
during ceremonies for the 1986 ath¬ 
letic competition in San Francisco. 

Possible renaming 
in the fall 

According to Oakes, Jordan has 
made the request of the Rec and 
Park Commission because of regu¬ 
lations which prohibit naming pub¬ 
lic fields and other property until 
several years after an individual 
has died. 

“Mayor Jordan„ has asked the 
commission to vote on a waiver of 
the requirement, in recognition of 
Rikki Streicher’s contributions and 
leadership,” Oakes told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “We anticipate this 
will take a couple of months, but 
we are looking forward to the ded¬ 
ication of the playing field this 
fall.” 

In addition to her athletic inter¬ 
ests, Streicher also served on the

ACLU’s 
Schowers 
Dies at 37 

Former law 
partner of 
Tom Horn 

New Mexico gay and 
civil rights leader Ray 
Schowers died of compli¬ 
cations related to AIDS 
on Friday, July 14. 

Schowers, 47, was the 
first law partner of Bay 
Area Reporter counsel 
Tom Horn. 

A lifetime resident of 
Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, Schowers was a 
constitutional and civil 
rights expert who served 
as legal director of the 
New Mexico chapter of 
the American Civil 
Liberties Union and was 
its president from 1985- 
1988. 

Schowers was active 
in Democratic politics 
and was general counsel 
for the New Mexico 
Democratic Party form 
1980 until his death. He 
received the Democratic 
Party Outstanding 

Leadership Award and the 
party’s Chairman’s Award 
in 1994. 

Schowers was also 
active in the Albuquerque 
Civic Light Opera 
Association, and served 
as its president in 1989. 

Preceded in death by 
his longtime companion 
Gary Martoglio, 

Schowers is survived by 
his parents, a daughter, a 
brother, and a sister.

It's Not the Heat, 
It's the Humanity 


ugust has arrived. It is 
JJ \ the summer of our dis- 
- / \ content. High pressure 

* IS systems (the National 
Rifle Association and the 
Christian Coalition, to name 
two) loom large in the distance. 
And yet, and yet... 

Not all the signs on the hori¬ 
zon are bad. Evidence abounds 
that the right wing has become 
so pressurized it faces sponta¬ 
neous combustion - neither the 
Waco hearings nor the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency flip-flop can have 
raised the GOP’s stock among 
our fellow Americans - and that 
explosion may come sooner that 
anyone expected. 

One thing we are sure of: 
PWAs are not the only people in 
the country who will be 
adversely affected by last 
week’s shackling of the EPA; 
cancer patients and the elderly 
will also die the hideous death 
of cryptosporidiosis, and chil¬ 
dren’s intelligence will be stunt¬ 
ed by leaden air, and infants will 
be bom deformed or not at all 
because they were poisoned in 
the womb. 

And people will remember 
who was responsible. 

It’s clear the Republicans are, 
as President Clinton charged, 
driven by special interest groups 
like gun sellers and industrial 
polluters. And most people are 
realizing those tax cuts being 
pushed through Congress won’t 
compensate them for the quality 
of life they’re giving up - unless 
they are already in the top two 
percent that controls most of the 
money in this country. 

Yes, a feeling of betrayal is 
building among average 
Americans, and we think it’ll 
get worse - or better, depending 
upon your perspective. 

So despite the unexpected 
heat in these parts and the occa¬ 
sional grouchiness that comes 
with it, we find ourselves more 
optimistic lately. Not that we 
think the GOP will be easy to 


dislodge, but we do believe 
we’re going to have a lot more 
friends and allies helping us at 
the end of the summer than we 
did when it started. 

Speaking of friends, we have 
to say we’ve noticed a slacken¬ 
ing of general friendliness 
around town. It’s understand¬ 
able, of course - everyone’s 
been through a couple of very 
frightening months, and who 
knows how long it will be 
before half the politicians in 
Washington consider us human 
beings again - but it’s not good. 

This is not the first time in 
our history that gays and les¬ 
bians have been under attack, 
obviously, and it’s important to 
remember one of our better 
defenses in the past has been 
our sense of community. It is far 
too important to relinquish 
because of pressure from the 
right wing; on the contrary, it’s 
more vital now than ever. 
Besides cementing bonds 
among ourselves, it provides an 
alternative image to that provid¬ 
ed by our enemies. 

And that’s important: We 
can’t make people stop hating, if 
that’s really how they want to 
waste their time on earth, but we 
can show them for what they 
are, by being as unlike them as 
we can. 

So at the very large risk of 
sounding schoolmarmish, we 
would like to encourage every¬ 
one to rediscover (and nurture) 
their senses of humor and 
humanity this summer. Stop 
shoving; stop being rude; take a 
deep breath and do the relax 
dance. 

Of course, this lecture - if 
that’s what it is - is not intended 
for the thousands of people in 
this city who have responded so 
well to 15 years of epidemic so 
far, or those who have helped to 
make this world better in other 
ways. 

To you, all of you, our eternal 
gratitude. T 


Where Is Gay 
Liberation Going?

J ust two short years ago, a million exu¬ 
berant lesbians, gays, bisexuals, trans¬ 
genders, and their supporters marched 
on Washington D.C., confident they 
were ushering in a new era. The ban on gays in 
the military would be lifted, a national healthcare 
plan passed, and AIDS education and caregiving 
finally taken seriously by the federal government. 

Two years later. Bill Clinton and his merry 
band have broken every campaign promise that 
gay votes and money could buy. Angry with the 
administration, queer activists also feel betrayed 
by their own leaders, who were seduced by yet 
another smooth-talking Democrat. 

Some people never learn. The Human Rights 
Campaign Fund is a national gay lobby that 
backed Clinton vigorously and invested hugely 
in the campaign to lift the ban. In 1994, they 
threw good money after bad, contributing 
$750,000 to Democratic candidates. Meanwhile, 
they provided no coordination and little aid to 
struggling local organizations hunkered down in 
the ground war against the right wing. 

In response to this sort of dereliction of duty, 
grassroots organizers have handed cautious 
bureaucrats (“we just want a place at the table”) 
a resounding vote of no confidence. 

Udell Jackson, of New York’s Lesbian/Gay 
People of Color Steering Committee, told this 
reporter: “The military ban sealed the coffin on 
national gay organizing.” Jackson’s recent essay 
in Colorlife magazine warns that the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force, which under for¬ 
mer director Urvashi Vaid won wide respect for 
its outspoken multi-issue approach, is now mov¬ 
ing right as well. Taming its message to suit well- 
heeled contributors, the Task Force risks becom¬ 
ing just as irrelevant as the HRCF. “But I remain 
optimistic,” says Jackson. “Gay organizing did¬ 
n’t cease - it simply changed direction.” 

Rank-and-file activists have rolled up their 
sleeves to concentrate where they felt they could 
make an impact: fighting bigotry on the ballot, 
educating door-to-door, and forging alliances 
with labor and civil liberties organizations, peo¬ 
ple of color, and feminists. 

Out of these regional battles is emerging a new 
leadership whose heroic efforts last year won the 
defeat of anti-gay ballot initiatives in a dozen states. 

The face of gay liberation has changed. Gone 
are the days of insularity and invisibility; fresh 
gay voices are lifted everywhere. Pride at Work, 
a national labor organization, formed in 1993; 
sexual minorities in the Japanese American 
Citizens League are demanding recognition; and 
Queers for Cuba are penetrating the U.S. embar¬ 
go with condoms. Even country music stars are 
coming out of the closet! 

Despite explosive growth and success at coun¬ 
tering homophobia at the polls, the gay movement 
is on the defensive. The ranks, tired of sell-outs and 
re-waging the same fights year after year, are 
increasingly fed up with leaders who lack vision 
and a longterm strategy for winning. 

In substance, the debate is the same one that 
split the movement in the early 1970s: Is our goal 
equality within the status quo, or an all-encom¬ 
passing liberation that requires a restructuring of 
society? It’s a class question. And to the HIV-pos¬ 
itive gay man with no health insurance, to the les¬ 
bian of color with no job prospects, and to the 
queer youth with no home, the answer is obvious. 

But the heated political arguments of the ’60s 
are out of vogue: when groups don’t meet their 
needs, activists of the ’90s just up and leave. 

Moises Montoya, a former member of San 
Francisco ACT UP, cautions: “Failure to discuss 
and analyze led to mistakes. Militants in ACT 
UP and Queer Nation adopted increasingly radi¬ 
cal tactics, but exhausted their fire on short-term 
reforms, leaving the system itself unscathed.” 

These days it seems that only artists, whose 
free speech the gay community zealously pro¬ 
tects, are willing to engage in no-holds-barred 
polemic. Even many queer leftists gingerly avoid 
discussing capitalism, much less naming it as the 
problem. Playwrights and poets like Tony 
Kushner, Merle Woo, and the late Audre Lorde 
are now the ones popularizing socialist ideas. 

Artists are ahead of their times, but the times 
catch up. Unending economic doldrums and the 
relentless right wing will continue to push youth¬ 
ful queers to follow where the culturati are lead¬ 
ing - to burst the bubble of silence, call timid gay 
leaders to task, and hammer out a bold new pro¬ 
gram for human liberation.

Honey-glazed 

homosexuality 

In a letter that recently appeared in an Alameda 
newspaper, Carol Freeman-Medina stated her reasons 
for reading Leviticus 18:22-29 at the Alameda City 
Council deliberations on the issue of a gay pride 
proclamation. 

Since I was not in attendance at the City Council 
meeting and because Ms. Freeman-Medina did not 
quote the passages from Leviticus in her letter, I had 
to consult my family Bible to learn the contents of her 
quote. 

As I worked my way through Leviticus, I found 
that there is a wealth of information in its many chap¬ 
ters on what does or does not please the Old 
Testament God. The following are a few examples 
that I learned (and I am not making this up!): 

• When and why to cleanse the house with the 
blood of a bird; 

• When and why to bring turtles and pigeons to a 
priest; 

• When and why to sprinkle the blood of a bullock 
with one’s fingers; and 

• Which of one’s relatives one should never see 
naked. 

Abominations abound in Leviticus and include the 
eating of pork, clams, lobster, oysters and shrimp. 
When I finally got to Ms. Freeman-Medina’s person¬ 
al favorite abomination, I found it to be “lying with 
mankind as with womankind... .” It ranks right up 
there with eating a shrimp cocktail or a honey-glazed 
ham! 

In carefully reading the passage, it becomes clear 
that there is no similar prohibition for a woman to lie 
with womankind as with mankind. Queen Victoria 
clearly understood this distinction. When the British 
Parliament submitted legislation to her that would 
have made homosexuality and lesbianism crimes, the 
wise monarch made them remove all language relat¬ 
ing to lesbianism because she knew nothing like that 
even existed. 

Perhaps next June the Alameda City Council and 
the religious fundamentalists can agree on the lan¬ 
guage of a lesbian pride proclamation, especially as it 
relates to lesbians who know better than to look at 
their naked relatives and who occasionally spruce up 
their homes with some nice fresh bird blood. The 
proclamation must be, of course, silent on the subjects 
of gay men and roast tenderloin of pork.

from the San Francisco Public Schools demonstrates 
the necessity for closing as many military bases as 
possible, for that is how we can put an end to the war 
vote, as exemplified by the School Board’s 4 to 3 vote 
to keep JROTC in the schools. 

For the record, one person who spoke loudly and 
clearly for war in her support of JROTC was Espinola 
Jackson, a well-known Democrat. Since the issue of 
war and peace is a benchmark, all endorsements from 
her must viewed as pro-war and anti-gay endorse¬ 
ments. 

The next time this issue comes before the board, it 
is imperative that far more attendance on the part of 
the peace community be evident. Everett Junior High 
School sits in the most progressive voting district of 
San Francisco, the Mission District, and is near 
almost-as-progressive voting districts, namely the 
Duboce Triangle, the Castro and Noe Valley.

We should also run 
peace candidates for School Board to replace Keith 
Jackson, Carlota del Portillo, Jill Wynns and Leland 
Yee, the four war votes.

FBI surveillance 

The recent “revelations” about FBI spying on 
ACT-UP should be a reminder to the gay community 
that we must guard against the kinds of illegal abuses 
that have for decades been typical against social 
movements. 

If history is any guide, it is probably a fallacy to 
imagine that the FBI and CIA would restrict them¬ 
selves to passive monitoring. These organizations 
tend to be far-right. They simply do not wear their 
politics on their sleeves. The gay community should 
try to picture what a Jesse Helms might do, could he 
operate in secrecy, above the law. 

Probably, they would try to take over leadership, 
sidetrack, pit factions against one another, gum up the 
organizational machinery and drive groups out of 
existence. They would attempt to manipulate the gay 
press, and generate propaganda. They would try to 
create negative publicity that would harm the gay 
cause. They might target individual leaders for “dirty 
trick” campaigns, to attempt to demoralize and dis¬ 
credit. They would act as provocateurs, trying to goad 
illegal actions, which they could use either to arrest 
immediately, or further discredit. 

This is not wild speculation: these are the kinds of 
things known to have happened in past decades. In 
these right-leaning times, there is little reason to 
imagine that the world has changed from corruption to 
honor, behind the scenes.

S even months after the 
Republicans took control 
of Congress for the first 
time in decades, the 
American public appears to be 
catching on to the Gingrich-Dole 
plan to wreck the federal govern¬ 
ment by attempting to do away 
with most services now provided 
for the poor and the elderly ; quiet¬ 
ly dismantle Social Security; rid 
the country of the “too costly’’ 
affirmative action programs; etc. - 
all in the name of “balancing the 
budget.” Suddenly, President 
Clinton is beginning to look good 
again to many of those who had 
lost faith in him.

A USA 7b<fay/CNN/Gallup 
Poll released last week shows that 
although Clinton’s job approval 
rating is slightly below 50 percent, 
his re-election prospects have 
begun to look up. Only two weeks 
ago, Clinton and the GOP fron¬ 
trunner, Senator Majority 
Leader Bob Dole, were in a dead 
heat. In fact, a poll by the same 
group in late May had Dole beat¬ 
ing the president, 50-46 percent. 

This week’s poll shows the 
president rebounding impressive¬ 
ly. He currently leads Dole, 50-44 
percent. 

Clearly, the Democratic Party 
managers - while realizing the 
election is still 15 months away 
and anything can happen - see the 
stats as good news for Clinton, 
who, after the November GOP 
landslide, was considered 
“washed up” even by members of 
his own party. The new poll shows 
the president prevailing in all 
regions of the country except the 
South, while doing the best in the 
East, where he leads any GOP 
candidate, 55-37 percent. Even 
Republicans were grudgingly 
admitting that the poll represents 
“a significant comeback” for Bill 
Clinton. 

While the Dole campaign was 
publicly trying to downplay the 
poll, some Dole strategists were 
worried that “the age factor” had 
finally hit them. (Dole turned 72 
recently and would be past 73 if he 
were to win next year.) They sadly 
realize that there is little they can 
do about this issue. 

Some close to the Kansas sena¬ 
tor who don’t particularly like 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich 
quietly suggested to political 
reporters that their man has been 
“damaged” by having to carry 
some of Gingrich’s negative bag¬ 
gage. Many, however, believe the 
new numbers reflect more nega¬ 
tively on Dole than positively for 
Clinton. “A number of issues 
Dole’s been pushing, such as reg¬ 
ulatory reform, have been dead¬ 
locked in the GOP-controlled 
Senate. He’s simply not been rep¬ 
resenting himself as an effective 
leader,” complained one 
Republican senator. 

Clinton campaign advisors are 
aware that the numbers on certain 
issues, such as foreign affairs and 
“personal honesty,” are not good. 
(Only 47 percent approve of his 
handling of the economy; 37 per¬ 
cent approve of his management 
of foreign affairs; and 38 percent 
approve of his stewardship over 
honesty in government.) However, 
they are quick to point out that, for 
the first time, the president wins in 
three-way match-ups with Dole 
and Colin Powell, and Dole and 
Jesse Jackson. 

White House operatives were 
clearly pleased that Clinton now 
gets majority support among 
blacks, even when Powell and 
Jackson are in the field. Analysts 
say Clinton’s firm stand for affir¬ 


mative action helped solidify his 
black support. Sources inside the 
Beltway say Clinton’s political 
fortunes are looking up because of 
his speaking out strongly on issues 
like affirmative action, Vietnam, 
school prayer. Medicare, and the 
budget deficit, adding that he is 
scoring points by staking out a 
moderate and “higher moral 
ground” against GOP excesses in 
Congress. 

The 1996 presidential election 
is a long way off, but GOP strate¬ 
gists are starting to worry that they 
might have counted “the come¬ 
back kid” out much too early. As 
one GOP senator put it last week: 
“I like Bob Dole a lot, but I shud¬ 
der to think of what the 73-year- 
old Republican would look like 
debating the Kennedy-esque 
Clinton on national television with 
two-thirds of the country’s sets 
tuned in.” 

Politics and people 

President Clinton welcomed 
the Senate’s vote last week to 
reauthorize the Ryan White Care 
Act, which provides emergency 
relief for cities hard-hit by AIDS, 
funding for homecare services, 
private insurance for individuals 
who lose coverage and pediatric 
AIDS care. The president hailed 
the action, saying that “this vital 
program provides primary care to 
hundreds of thousands of 
Americans living with HIV and 
AIDS.” The bill must still be taken 
up by the House, where passage is 
uncertain. 

The president, attending the 
first meeting of his new AIDS 
Advisory Council recently, was 
urged by the group to “make the 
battle against AIDS one of the 
most visible and continuing prior¬ 
ities of his presidency.” Clinton 
responded by telling the council 
that “even in a time of budget cuts, 
this isn’t the time to slow down or 
retreat” in fighting the disease. 
The council asked the president to 
convene an AIDS summit this 
year. 

Hillary Rodham Clinton, 

browsing in a Washington muse¬ 
um recently, was told by an unwit¬ 
ting person, “You sure look a lot 
like Hillary Clinton.” The First 
Lady answered, “So I’m told,” 
without revealing her identity. 

The friends of local 
Democratic honcho Duane 
Garrett were still wondering 
“why?” at his funeral yesterday. I 


didn’t know him well, but I’d had 
several conversations about poli¬ 
tics with him over the years (he 
always had time to talk politics, 
one of his favorite hobbies). His 
suicide last week, reportedly due 
to financial pressures and other 
problems, left the national 
Democratic Party without one of 
its biggest movers and shakers. 

No surprise here, but 
Attorney General Dan Lungren 
has already filed official papers 
with the secretary of state so that 
he can run for governor in 1998. 
So what about all those rumors, 
perpetrated in no small way by 
Lungren’s office, that he is 
among the “select few” being 
considered by Bob Dole as his 
veep? Too bad for California - we 
thought we had problems with 
Pete Wilson! 

Former L.A. Dodger Steve Sax 
will run for the Assembly in the 
Lake Tahoe area (4th District) as a 
Republican next March. 

The N. Y. Times claimed last 
week that the mayors of the 
nation’s two largest (and heavily 
Democratic) cities, Rudolph 
Giuliani of NYC and Richard 
Riordan of LA, both 
Republicans, are “so popular and 
politically strong” that neither are 
likely to be challenged for re-elec¬ 
tion. 

All California counties need to 
cut spending, but tell me how 
Alameda County supes can sleep 
at night after asking the state last 
week to reduce the current $300-a- 
month General Assistance pay¬ 
ments to $221? 

Say it isn’t so. Newt! House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich told a sell¬ 
out crowd of 1,000 people at a 
$100-per-plate breakfast in Iowa 
last week - Iowa is the leadoff 
caucus state next year - that he felt 
none of the announced GOP can¬ 
didates has yet “energized the 
electorate” - and then dropped a 
reminder that it isn’t too late for 
him to make a bid for the presi¬ 
dency. 

In Maine, the state’s highest 
court last week said a referendum 
on whether to exclude gays from 
protection under state and local 
human rights laws (think 
Colorado’s Amendment Two) can 
be on the November ballot. The 
court said it was not ruling on 
whether the measure, if passed, 
would be constitutional. ▼

In a similar vein, I can’t for the 
life of me understand why every¬ 
one busts a blood vessel when 
Governor Pete Windsock pulls yet 
another opportunistic stunt 
designed to sail the prevailing 
political winds - like this is some 
kind of surprise. 

Pete Weathervane is going to 
go down in flames in the 
Republican primaries because he’s 
a politician without convictions in 
a party whose ideologues vote. I 
think a good way to point this out 
is to respond to each new stunt 
with rude remarks underscoring 
the artificial nature of whatever 
“principles” he claims to be acting 
on this time. 

While many of his actions do 
indeed threaten the well-being of 
various folks and need to be coun¬ 
teracted, there’s something about 
our automatically reacting with 
anger that gives his puffery the 
appearance of weight and sub¬ 
stance. And don’t think for a 
moment he’s not waiting for that 
reaction, so he can play off it and 
portray it as the howls of vested 
interests whose ox is being gored. 
What if we consistently made fun 
of him and said, “Yeah, yeah, what 
is it this time, what new trial bal¬ 
loon do you expect us to fall for, 
you blow-dried wannabe bimbo?” 
His credibility could head south, 
big time. 

Major put-down 

There’s a three-word Irish 
phrase I don’t know how to spell 
yet that translates roughly as, 
“Well, that’s just what you are, 
isn’t it?” It’s a major put-down: it 
says the person it’s directed at has 


just done or said something com¬ 
pletely moronic, but therefore 
totally in character. The more dis- 
affectedly it’s spoken, the more it 
stings. I think there’s a lot to be 
said for our being more conde¬ 
scending and less defensive in our 
indignant responses to political 
maneuvers made at our expense, 
especially the more cynical ones. 
Have we learned nothing from 
generations of bitchy queens? 

Of course, I have an advantage 
here. Commentary writing, like 
political cartooning, involves both 
analysis and entertainment. Even 
if it says what every reader is 
thinking or feeling, it’s supposed 
to be enjoyable to read. 

In my writing, that means flip 
remarks - the use of humor to 
remind us neither to take ourselves 
too seriously nor to descend to the 
level of career politicians. To do 
what I do well, I have to keep from 
getting so caught up in anger that I 
can’t be clever - or profound. 

Make no mistake: I like to 
think I can flame with the best of 
them. I pick my spots to use my 
talent for sarcasm (then step back 
and admire my work). But it has to 
be against someone who deserves 
it, it has to be fun doing it, and it 
has to be done with style - I want 
to play with fire, not have it eat 
away at me from within. 

Mostly, I want to stay focused 
on the main thing my lesbianism 
brings me: joy. Loving, kissing, 
hanging out with, snuggling up 
with, and getting hot and erotic 
with women - so simple a concept 
yet so profoundly bliss-producing, 
to the point of thanking the 
Goddess for being alive. I’ll be 
damned if I’m going to let any 
oppressor take that joy away from 
me and the ones I love (and that 
includes you). 

Complacency can threaten that 
joy almost as much as oppression 
can. If we go around patting each 
other on the back too much, how 
can we be sure the joy isn’t really 
mere intramural self-congratula¬ 
tion? Through writing challenging 
essays and taking contrary posi¬ 
tions for the hell of it? There’s a 
limit to how much of that you can 
do in a paper dedicated to nurtur¬ 
ing a sense of community. 

But when your inner child is a 
precocious brat... . T

'AIDS Alert' can't buck queer rodeo

A dozen years ago this week, 
the Eighth Annual National Reno 
Gay Rodeo went on as planned, 
despite a week-long smear cam¬ 
paign by the Pro-Family Christian 
Coalition. The tiny fundamental¬ 
ist group, which did not represent 
the majority of Reno business 
owners, launched a virulent anti¬ 
gay campaign with predictable 
rhetoric about gays wanting to 
“take over” through the annual 
rodeo, which had become popular 
with gay men and lesbians 
throughout the Western United 
States. How the taking over was 
possible or likely was never fully 


explained. 

Soon the group took on a more 
menacing tone, combining homo- 
phobic proselytizing with an 
AIDS scare, in full-page newspa¬ 
per advertisements placed in the 
local press. Don Hanson, who 
spearheaded the effort, warned in 
the ad that the 50,000-plus rodeo 
attendees would bring AIDS with 
them, and called for strengthened 
sodomy laws. Hanson then called 
on Reno officials to take “bold 
action” - going so far as to 
demand closure of the rodeo by 
the Washoe County Commission. 

Luckily, while local papers 
were willing to accept the ad, 
Reno officials weren’t having 


anything to do with the misinfor¬ 
mation campaign, which included 
assertions that a child had con¬ 
tracted AIDS simply by living 
near PWAs. In a spirit of “bal¬ 
ance,” a front-page pro-gay edito¬ 
rial in a local Reno paper ran next 
to interviews with homophobic 
ministers - one of whom said that 
gays deserved to have their throats 
cut! 

Eventually, common sense pre¬ 
vailed: on July 26,1983, acting on 
the advice of the District Attorney 
and the Health Department, Reno 
commissioners refused to act on 
the fundamentalists’ request. 

Despite 100 degree heat inside 
the Washoe County Fairgrounds, 


45,000 gay men and lesbians 
attended the festivities from 
August 4 to 7. Rodeo founder Phil 
Ragsdale, who was expecting 
more than 50,000, was so dis¬ 
pleased he considered filing a law¬ 
suit against the right wing group. 
That never came to pass, but the 
uproar did prompt Ragsdale to 
begin including AIDS as one of 
the charities benefiting from the 
popular festival’s receipts, totaling 
more than $100,000 annually.

‘Controlled Mayhem’ To Help 
San Mateo AIDS Program

It started as a slumber party - the kind your parents would rather 
you didn’t attend - but by now it’s an important fundraiser that will 
benefit the San Mateo AIDS Program this year. The Tenth Annual Jan 
Brady Invitational “Beach Blanket Brady,” which parodies both tele¬ 
vision’s The Brady Bunch and San Francisco’s Beach Blanket 
Babylon, will be presented next Saturday, August 12 by The 
Peninsula Group in the Cove Nightclub at the Lighthouse Hotel, 
located at 105 Rockaway Beach Avenue in Pacifica. 

Cliff Lamb-Rosas, chairman of the event and director of The 
Peninsula Group, calls the event “controlled mayhem.” The 
Peninsula Group is primarily a gay group, he said - but, he added 
with a laugh, “We don’t discriminate.” The group is now composed 


of about 70 percent men and 30 percent women, and has a mailing 
list of roughly 500 people, although event turnout is less than that. 

At first the Jan Brady Invitational was “purely a social event, but 
at some point we acquired a conscience,” Lamb-Rosas said. All pro¬ 
ceeds from this year’s event, which will last from 8:30 p.m. to 1 a.m., 
will be donated to the San Mateo County AIDS Program. Tickets are 
$12.50 by mail or $15 at the door, if available. Capacity is 300 peo¬ 
ple. 

This year. Beach Blanket Babylon donated a door prize, apparent¬ 
ly confirming there were no hard feelings over the spoof. There have 
been no complaints from the Brady Bunch, either, according to 
Lamb-Rosas. ▼

Lousy head 

A piece in the July 20 Chicago 
Tribune is headlined: “No Room 
at the Inn? - A Dispute Over Gay 
Rights Tests A Michigan Resort 
Town’s Reputation for Tolerance.” 
In the fourth paragraph of the arti¬ 
cle, however, reporter Paul Gainor 
(correctly) identifies the dispute as 
not involving “gay rights” but “a 
civil rights ordinance for people of 
all sexual orientations.” 
Unfortunately, several paragraphs 
later, the reporter makes the &me 
mistake as the headline writer, 
twice using the phrase “gay 
rights” rather than “civil rights.” 

Even worse, an Associated 
Press article in the July 20 Boston 
Globe is headlined “Gay Rights 
Cause Raises $330,000.” The AP 
reporter also used the term “gay 
fights,” even while reporting that 
the “cause” involved was a “refer¬ 
endum that would exclude homo¬ 
sexuals from human rights laws in 
Maine.” 

Such usage only mars other¬ 
wise competent articles. The con¬ 
cept of “homosexual rights” or 
“gay rights” is closely allied with 
the empty-headed notion of “spe¬ 
cial rights.” Increasingly favored 
by homophobes, the term “gay 
rights” demonstrates a clear bias 
that journalists should avoid. The 
phrase wrongly suggests that les¬ 
bians and gays are seeking extra¬ 
ordinary privileges rather than 
basic civil (or human) rights and 
equal protection under the law.

ea Delaria - the out and 
proud lesbian comic - 
recently taped an episode 
of Saved By The Bell, the 
popular NBC-produced series that 
targets young viewers. Delaria 
will appear as “Miss Hearst,” a 
hard-edged high school teacher. 
According to an NBC spokesper¬ 
son, however. Miss Hearst’s sexu¬ 
al orientation “is never men¬ 
tioned.” 

Apparently, there is a “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” policy in force at 
Bayside High, the fictional school 
that provides the setting for Saved 
By The Bell. And just like the U.S. 
military, Bayside adheres to a firm 
double-standard. 

Scripts for Saved By The Bell 
constantly mention the heterosex¬ 
ual orientation of the program’s 
characters. In fact, since its incep¬ 
tion, the series has focused on lit¬ 
tle more than the “boy meets girl” 
exploits of the cast. 


Because lesbians and gays are 
“never mentioned” on programs 
like Saved By The Bell, young 
audiences are relentlessly social¬ 
ized in the ways of hatred and fear. 
The message is loud and clear - 
only heterosexuals are worth men¬ 
tioning, only heterosexuality is 
acceptable. 

In one national survey of young 
men 15 to 19 years of age, 89 per¬ 
cent said that sex between two 
men is “disgusting” and only 12 
percent “felt confident that they 
could befriend a gay person.” 
Television’s silence not only fails 
to challenge such homophobia, 
but actively supports it. 

Encourage NBC to finally 
“mention” homosexuality on 
Saved By The Bell; remind the 
network how important it is to 
regularly include lesbian, gay 
and bisexual characters in pro¬ 
gramming for children and 
young adults.

First AIDS Hospice 
In San Mateo County Opens

The public is invited to attend 
an open house at Belmont House, 
a newly renovated six-bed resi¬ 
dential hospice for people with 
HIV/AIDS in Santa Clara County, 
from 4 to 7 p.m. Thursday, August 
24. 

Belmont House, which is the 
first such licensed home in San 
Mateo County, is an outgrowth of 
a housing committee established 
by the county AIDS program 
board nearly three years ago, 
according to Dr. A. Gene Copello, 
director of the San Mateo County 
AIDS program. 

That committee, chaired by 
Evelyn Stanton, conducted an 
intensive assessment focusing on 
the housing needs of people with 
HIV/aIDS in San Mateo County. 
Clients, providers, and housing 
experts were surveyed and partic¬ 
ipated in focus group meetings, 
the results of which were used to 
develop a housing plan. 

While the plan addressed the 
spectrum of HIV/AIDS housing 
needs, Copello said, two major 
components were rental assistance 
and residential hospice services. 
Now, he said, housing is provided 
via rental assistance subsides for 
275 people with HIV/AIDS each 
year through a cooperative agree¬ 
ment between the Mental Health 
Association of San Mateo County 
and the San Mateo County AIDS 
Program. 

Copello told the B.A.R. the res¬ 
idential hospice component of the 
AIDS housing plan provided one 
of the more challenging goals of 
the plan. “A residential hospice 
requires financing of construction 
as well as program costs,” he said, 
“and the state licensure process 
can be lengthy.” 

In 1993, Copello said, the 
Redevelopment Agency of the 
City of Belmont began exploring 
the possibility of reconstructing a 
home it was purchasing, to make 
it into an AIDS hospice. 

Then the San Mateo County 
AIDS Program, the City of 
Belmont and other interested par¬ 
ties created a project team; 
Belmont House has been a part¬ 
nership from its inception, 
Copello said. The City of Belmont 
raised over $900,000 to purchase, 
reconstruct, and license the prop¬ 
erty. The San Mateo County AIDS 


Belmont House is San Mateo County's first licensed residential

Program raised needed program 
funds (about $275,000 per year) to 
operate the services. 

In addition to grants, many 
local individuals, families, and 
businesses provided donations 
and in-kind services, Copello said. 
The local neighborhood reaction 
was overwhelmingly positive. 

“Belmont House is an example 
of what happens when organiza¬ 
tions and communities are mobi¬ 
lized to work together,” he said. 
“This project has touched many 
people, and has significantly 
raised the level of local awareness 
about AIDS.” 

Catholic Charities has been 
contracted through the San Mateo 
County AIDS Program to provide 
client services at the hospice, 
located at 730 El Camino Real in 
Belmont. Mercy Charities 
Housing has been contracted by 
the City of Belmont to provide 
facilities management for the 
property. ▼

NGLTF Reports on 
Right Wing Progress

The National Lesbian and Gay Task Force has 
released a comprehensive survey documenting the 
growth of anti-gay statewide measures around the 
country. The 24-page report, called Beyond The 
Beltway: State of The States 1995, indicates most of 
the anti-gay measures are focused on what NGLTF 
spokesman Robert Bray calls “the emotional flash 
points of education and the family.” 

According to the report, which NGLTF intends to 
update and issue annually, 30 states were the site of 
anti-gay measures or major attacks on gay rights mea¬ 
sures in the last year, while 18 states advanced non¬ 
discrimination measures that included sexual orienta¬ 
tion in some form. 

“The survey documents what activists have been 
telling us all year,” Bray said. “The national climate of 
divisiveness and intolerance is playing itself out at the 
state and local level. 

“I’ve never seen such an intense climate of anti¬ 
gay hatred and intolerance in the eight years I’ve been 
involved in grassroots organizing in the gay commu¬ 
nity.” 

According to NGLTF organizer Scott Nakagawa, 
the regressive measures have been spurred by the 
infiltration and takeover of many state branches of the 
Republican Party by right wing religious zealots asso¬ 
ciated with the virulently anti-gay Christian Coalition. 

According to the survey, 18 state GOP parties are 
controlled by a radical right wing working majority 
[see sidebar], and in four of those states, the 
Republican party controls both the house and the sen¬ 
ate. 


Exploitation of children 

Bray told the Bay Area Reporter that the radical 
right is exploiting concerns about children to stir up 
hysteria and anti-lesbian and gay legislative attacks. 

Bray cited three measures as examples of the right 
wing’s anti-gay legislative agenda. One would have 
permitted, in some circumstances, the justifiable 
homicide of people with HIV in Louisiana. Another, 
an Oklahoma anti-gay omnibus bill, would have 
excluded gays and lesbians from discrimination pro¬ 
tections: banned all neutral or positive references to 
lesbians or gays in state-funded educational curricula; 
and barred lesbian and gay adoptive parents. An 
Oregon measure would have banned lesbian artificial 
insemination. Fortunately, Bray said, none passed. 

Other efforts had less fortunate results: a proposed 
Nebraska state measure to ban lesbian and gay adop¬ 
tion was withdrawn only because the state’s 
Department of Social Services adopted its own, more 
comprehensive ban. Even worse, Bray said, was 
Arizona’s SB 1348, which bans each school district in 
the state from using a curriculum that portrays homo¬ 
sexuality as a “positive alternative lifestyle, or sug¬ 
gests that some methods of sex are safe methods of 
homosexual sex.” It was signed into law in April. 

Bray also acknowledged there have been some 
recent successes— particularly Rhode Island’s adop¬ 
tion of a measure that bans sexual orientation discrim¬ 
ination in housing, employment, credit, and public 
accommodations. Rhode Island becomes the ninth 
state to have such a law. ▼

States of Repression 

According to tho 
National Lesbian and 
Gay Task Force report, 
specific anti-gay hot spots are: 

Iowa, where the Des Moines School 
Board debated a proposal that would 
have included sexual orientation issues in 
local curricula. The school board action 
followed protest by a local right wing talk 
show host and the producer of the anti¬ 
gay video The Gay Agenda. School board 
member Jonathan Williams made national 
headlines by coming out during a hearing 
on the measure. The proposal was eventu¬ 
ally dropped. 

Alaska, South Dakota, and Utah, all of 
which advanced measures that would 
legally bar the recognition of same-sex 
marriages in response to a pending court 
case challenge to a similar ban in Hawaii. 
Alaska's measure hasn't passed commit¬ 
tee, Utah's measure was passed and 
signed by its governor, and the South 
Dakota measure was defeated. 

Montana, where a proposal would have 
required gays convicted of simple sodomy 
under the state's "deviant sex conduct' 
laws to register with local law enforce¬ 
ment officials for life. A national uproar 
killed the measure, and the bill's sponsor 
- who said that the measure was intro¬ 
duced through the efforts of the Christian 
Coalition - later apologized for claiming 
that gay sex was "worse than violent sex 
acts." 

Also, according to the report: 

The radical right controls state Republican 
parties in Washington, Texas, Virginia, 
Alabama, Alaska, Arizona, California, 
Florida, Georgia, Hawaii, Idaho, Oklahoma, 
Oregon, Iowa, Louisiana, Minnesota, North 
Carolina, and South Carolina. 

Only eight states and the District of 
Columbia ban sexual orientation discrimi¬ 
nation in housing and employment: 
California, Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, New Jersey, Rhode Island, 
Vermont, and Wisconsin. 

Only 12 states and the District of 
Columbia have sexual orientation protec¬ 
tions in their hate crimes laws: California, 
Connecticut, Florida, Illinois, Iowa, 

Nevada, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
Oregon, Vermont, Washington, and 
Wisconsin. 

Five states have same-sex only sodomy 
laws: Arkansas, Kansas, Maryland, 
Missouri, and Montana.

Senate Passes Ryan White Act

The Senate passed reautho¬ 
rization of the Ryan White CARE 
Act on Thursday, July 27, by an 
overwhelming margin of 97-3. 
Crippling amendments proposed 
by Republican Senator Jesse 
Helms of North Carolina were 
often defeated; the one that did 
pass was subsequently watered 
down. 

AIDS lobbyists greeted the 
final vote with jubilation. “The 
clear message is that this is a vic¬ 
tory,” said Winnie Stachelberg, 
senior policy analyst with the 
Human Rights Campaign Fund 
(HRCF) and co-chair of NORA 
(National Organizations 

Responding to AIDS). “This is 
the Congress recognizing and 
understanding the needs of people 
living with HIV and AIDS.” 

“The Senate proved again that 
AIDS is a national emergency 
deserving of extraordinary atten¬ 
tion,” added Cornelius Baker, 
public policy director with the 
National Association of People 
With AIDS (NAPWA). 

David Greer, spokesman for 
Log Cabin Republicans, observed 
that the vote “was even greater 
than that for the original autho¬ 
rization, when it was 96-4, five 
years ago under a Democratic- 
controlled Congress.” 

Falling all 
over the lobby 

But the victory did not come 
without its scars. Vitriolic anti¬ 
gay statements and amendments 
from arch-nemesis Helms domi¬ 
nated the floor debate, which 
began July 21. He lambasted “the 
powerful homosexual lobby” that 
had “Congress falling all over 


itself’ to do what they were 
demanding. 

He offered a number of poten¬ 
tially crippling amendments: his 
efforts to freeze funding at current 
levels for five years went down 
32-67; his amendment pitting 
people with AIDS against cancer 
patients failed 15-84. Baker

called those votes “a testament to 
what we were able to do.” 

The infamous “no-promo- , 
homo” amendment to deny feder¬ 
al funds to any organization por¬ 
traying homosexuality positively 
did pass 54-45. But a subsequent 
amendment that gutted the intent 
of the Helms measure passed 74- 
23. It was offered by Senators 
Nancy Kassebaum (R-Kansas) 
and Ted Kennedy (D- 
Massachusetts), the principal 


sponsors of the bill. The same 
strategy had been used success¬ 
fully last year. 

“Helms always poses these 
amendments in such a way that 
Senators find it very difficult to 
vote against them,” said Baker. 
Stachelberg recalled a similar 
amendment a year ago which 
passed with a dozen more votes. 
“We have never beaten a Helms 
amendment like this head-on,” 
she said. “Clearly we are doing 
better.” 

An early vote 
is a good vote 

“At least three people who said 
they were voting against [Ryan 
White], including at least one 
who was scheduled to speak 
against it, voted for it,” said Gary 
Rose, with the AIDS Action 
Council. He attributed that to last- 
minute changes in scheduling, 
which pushed the vote up earlier 
than expected and led to confu¬ 
sion. 

“Some people were obviously 
looking for cover,” said Greer. 
Some Senators, knowing of the 
later gutting amendment, might 
have viewed this vote as a throw¬ 
away, and voted to improve their 
rating on future right wing rating 
scorecards. 

“Voting with Helms showed a 
level of insensitivity and bigotry,” 
charged Alexander Robinson, 
NORA cochair, who works on 
AIDS issues for the American 
Civil Liberties Union (ACLU). 
He was especially “distressed” to 
see Republican Majority Leader 
Robert Dole (Kansas) and 16 
Democrats such as Jay 
Rockefeller (West Virginia) 
among those who voted with

ADA Protects House Staffer

Thanks to the federal 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA), a press secretary to a U.S. 
House member will be compen¬ 
sated for apparently losing his job 
over his HIV status. Taylor “was 
terminated because he was per¬ 
ceived to be HIV positive or to 
have AIDS and would require 
time off for health reasons,” the

Practices ruled this week; such a 
termination is a violation of ADA 
principles. 

Taylor was fired last December 
from his job as press secretary to 
Michigan Representative Barbara- 
Rose Collins, a Democrat, two 
days after his partner died of 
AIDS. The Congresswoman 
claimed the firing was part of a 
six-position cutback following 
Republican wins in the November 
elections. 

The ruling calls for Collins to 
pay Taylor back wages through 
the end of July on his $40,000 a 
year salary, plus associated legal 
expenses. It rejected awarding 
punitive damages. 

“We are pleased that he has 
been able to get redress,” said 
Robert Raben, one of the five 
member steering committee of 
the Lesbian and Gay 
Congressional Staff Association 
and an employee of openly gay 
Congressman Barney Frank (D- 


Massachusetts). 

Raben wanted to make clear 
that the only reason why Taylor 
had “legal standing” or protection 
was because of “the perception of 
HIV,” and not because he was gay 
or black. However, “It would be 
disingenuous not to acknowledge 
that there is an overlap in many 
people’s minds between being gay 
and perceived HIV status. So it 
resonates with us when we see 
somebody who gets redress on 
that basis.” 

He said the incident “brings to 
light the fact that discrimination 
goes on, sometimes, unfortunate¬ 
ly, among people who are general¬ 
ly supportive” of lesbian and gay 
issues, as Collins has been per¬ 
ceived in the past. 

“The victory is not just for me 
and my partner but for all care¬ 
givers throughout the country who 
are dealing with a loved one with 
a catastrophic illness,” said 
Taylor. Collins’s office said she 
would appeal the decision. T

of good, particularly in the area of 
creating a greater understanding 
of what the epidemic is like now,” 
said council member Alexander 
Robinson. 

Robinson, co-chair of the 
NORA (National Organizations 
Responding to AIDS) coalition, 
said he was disappointed that for 
lack of time, “the details of that 
were not spelled out.” 

The council called prevention 
efforts underfunded and asked the 
president to make that a budget 
priority. But it has yet to answer 
one of the questions the president 
asked during his meeting with 
them - what are their priorities for 
prevention funding? 

Ben Schatz 
on Jesse Helms 

The topic did produce one of 
the most heated exchanges of the 
session, when Ben Schatz, execu¬ 
tive director of the Gay and 
Lesbian Medical Association, 
lambasted the Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC) for not yet produc¬ 
ing public service announcements 
(PSAs) targeting gay and bisexual 
men. The much-touted series, 
unveiled in January 1994, did not 
include a single PSA directed 
towards the largest single group of 
those infected with HIV. 


After the CDC representative 
cited possible political objections, 
Schatz responded, “Jesse Helms 
has already won if you aren’t 
doing it because you are afraid he 
will prevent it.” 

One critic not invited to the 
meeting was Steve Michael with 
ACT UP/Washington, who dismis- 
sively said, “People are just postur¬ 
ing to be part of this nonsense.” He 
called it “the divide-and-conquer 
thing that this president and his gay 
cronies are doing.” 

“Did George Bush or Ronald 
Reagan fire their surgeon general 
for talking about AIDS?” he 
asked, referring to Joycelyn 
Elders’s removal from her job for 
frankly discussing condoms in 
AIDS prevention. 

The council members are 
keenly aware of the skepticism 
with which many view the 
Clinton administration on AIDS. 
“I am not here to assuage the gay 
and lesbian community,” said 
Schatz. “I’m here to push for 
action.” 

“I’m looking to prove the cyn¬ 
ics wrong,” said Robinson. “I’m 
not certain that is going to happen, 
but we are going to try.” 

“If the door is open, you make 
recommendations,” said Hitt. But 
he is not prepared to wait very 
long on the president to move on 
their recommendations. 

“In October,” he said, “we will 
be able to tell.” T

1993. Ninety-seven of them did 
not know they were infected with 
HIV before they went to the hos¬ 
pital to receive treatment for 
AIDS-related disorders. 

About 65 percent of the 
patients were gay men; 25 per¬ 
cent were heterosexual women, 
some of them immigrants from 
parts of Africa where AIDS is 
widespread. The rest were intra¬ 
venous drug users. 

Investigators said those who 
were diagnosed only after symp¬ 
toms appeared did not differ in 
age, sex, or ethnic origin from 
those who received early treat¬ 
ment while their immune systems 
were still intact. 

An extra year 
of survival 

Poznansky said among those 
who were not treated until they 
developed AIDS, the average 
interval from infection to the 
appearance of symptoms was 7 
years. From the time they were 
first treated until their deaths, 
between 3 years and 3 1/2 years 


passed. 

By comparison, among those 
who received early diagnosis and 
treatment, the time between the 
initial infection and the develop¬ 
ment of AIDS ranged from 6 
years to 8 years. After the onset of 
AIDS, average survival time was 
between 2 years and 2 1/2 years. 

In an interview, Poznansky 
said the study will allow patients 
to make better informed deci¬ 
sions about the benefits and 
drawbacks of treatment before 
symptoms develop. 

He said that while drugs can 
improve the quality of life of 
someone who is infected with the 
virus but is asymptomatic, they 
can also cause side effects such 
as nausea and rashes. 

“In Britain, the word on the 
street among many patients is 
that you should only see a doctor 
when you get sick,” he said. 

Poznansky said a medical col¬ 
league of his who spent time in 
San Francisco “was amazed at 
the amount of overmedication he 
saw in AIDS patients.” 

He said the results of the 
research conform to those of 
other studies that have shown 
drugs such as AZT can delay

“Our real message is a mes¬ 
sage of hope,” said Voyles, a gay 
man long active as a volunteer in 
the AIDS battle. “Hope that we 
can find a cure, and hope that we 
can work together.”

rotease inhibitors may be 
the most promising ones 
|Sf yet created for decreasing 
viral load in people with 
HIV: the new generation of drugs 
attack HIV protease, an enzyme 
necessary for viral replication. As 
of this writing, there are at least 
ten protease inhibitors in develop¬ 
ment worldwide, from pre-chemi¬ 
cal test tube studies to Phase III 
human trials, to expanded access. 

The two earliest pharmaceutical 
players with compounds in Phase 
III, and in studies, offer their drugs 
on some sort of compassionate basis. 
Saquinavir, Hoffman LaRoche’s 
protease inhibitor, has been in devel¬ 
opment for two years, and the com¬ 
pany plans further trials, as well as a 
lottery-based expanded access pro¬ 
gram. The protease inhibitor second 
furthest in development, Crixivan, is 
made by Merck, which also plans a 
lottery for their expanded access, as 
well as further trials. 

Abbott Laboratories is the third 
major pharmaceutical to enter the 
protease inhibitor arena and the 
only one to refuse consideration of 
an expanded access or compassion¬ 
ate use program. Although several 
smaller companies are also devel¬ 
oping protease inhibitors, none are 
as far along as those being devel¬ 
oped by the three larger companies. 

Protease inhibitors do not come 
without some drawbacks. 
Although efficacy studies thus far 
have shown great potential in dra¬ 
matically reducing viral load, most 
inhibitors develop viral resistance 
quickly (sometimes within a few 
weeks), reducing the drug’s effec¬ 
tiveness. Like most antivirals, pro¬ 
tease inhibitors also have side 
effects. In the case of Abbott’s 
drug, ABT-538, side effects recog¬ 
nized thus far appear to include 
nausea and elevated liver enzymes. 
Another common complaint is the 
taste, frequently compared to 
motor oil. The company is in the 
process of reformulating the drug. 

Expanded access is one of the 
many changes to the drug devel¬ 
opment and approval process that 
have arisen out of the AIDS 
activist movement. The term 
“expanded access” includes differ¬ 
ent programs that can be utilized 
during different phases of drug 
development. Generally (with 
AIDS drugs), “Compassionate 
Use” applies to drugs with limited 
safety data. Parallel Track pro¬ 
grams which collect additional 
safety data on the drug used dur¬ 
ing the efficacy stage (Phase 11 
and III) of development, and 
Treatment IND (Investigational 
New Drug) for compounds 
expected to be approved shortly. 
Prior to AIDS, experimental drugs 
for cancer and other life-threaten¬ 


ing diseases were only offered on 
the more limited case-by-case 
compassionate or emergency use 
basis. AIDS changed all that, as 
hundreds and thousands demand¬ 
ed speedier access to drugs that 
may not be the core, but might 
extend their lives. 

The HIVIG history 

Abbott Laboratories has a long, 
stormy history with AIDS activists 
and chemical researchers. The late 
Michael Wright, ACT UP/Golden 
Gate co-founder, was a formidable 
force in pressuring Abbott to 
release its promising antibiotic, 
clarithromycin, in an expanded 
access program - unfortunately 
this victory came after months of 
frustrating deliberations. Later, 
Michael initiated efforts for Abbott 
to continue research with their 
blood product HIVIG (HIV 
immune globulin). After the com¬ 
pany’s complete refusal to contin¬ 
ue development of HIVIG, and 
after Wright’s death, the issue was 
put on hold. ACT UP/Golden Gate 
once again became involved with 
the product at the request of ACTG 
(AIDS Chemical Trials Group) 
researchers. The ACTG wanted to 
research HIVIG’s potential to 
reduce the risk of mother-to-infant 
HIV transmission, and Abbott 
stubbornly refused. 

In order to bring public atten¬ 
tion to the issue, ACT UP/Golden 
Gate held a civil disobedience at 
the Pacific Stock Exchange, shut¬ 
ting down trading for the first time 
in history. This action, combined 
with efforts from researchers and 
other AIDS activists, forced 
Abbott to sell its rights to HIVIG. 

Now Abbott has added insult to 
injury by not considering any form 
of expanded access of its promis¬ 
ing protease inhibitor, even for 
people who have exhausted all 
other options. 

As more and more protease 
inhibitors came down the pipeline, 
activists nationwide formed a work¬ 
ing group to follow and encourage 
development of - and access to - this 
promising new tool in the battle 
against AIDS. Negotiations began 
with Abbott regarding expanded 
access in December 1994. After 
numerous non-productive meetings, 
ACT UP/Golden Gate sponsored a 
fax-zap of the Abbott headquarters. 
Abbott’s only response was to 
change some of their phone numbers. 

As of the end of May, no plans 
for expanded access were forth¬ 
coming. Another meeting between 
working group members and com¬ 
pany representatives was sched¬ 
uled for this week, but was can¬ 
celed by Abbott with little notice 
and no explanation.

says, “Abbott’s cancellation, 
together with its ongoing refusal 
to establish compassionate use, 
demonstrates its contempt for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. 

“To them, we are only a market 
to be exploited.” 

In reaction to Abbott’s continued 
obstinance, ACT UP/Golden Gate 
and ACT UP/Atlanta decided to 
strike back at the only weak spot in a 
corporation’s armor: its net income. 
The groups called for a national 
“Spill Out” of Abbott products 
Ensure and Advera on August 2. 

The purpose of Wednesday’s 
action was to inform the commu¬ 
nity of Abbott’s disdain toward 
people with AIDS. ACT 
UP/Golden Gate held the action in 
the heart of the Castro, encourag¬ 
ing purchasers of the nutritional 
supplements to try one of Abbott’s 
numerous competitors - while 
pouring “Ensure” and “Advera” 
(or something that looked like 
them) down the sewer. 

History shows that Abbott has 
been one of the worst pharmaceu¬ 
tical companies in providing 
access to experimental AIDS 
drugs. After months of negotia¬ 
tions and the Castro Street Spill 
Out, activists need you to call 
Abbott CEO Dwayne L. Burnham 
at (708) 937-3210; or phone 
Thomas Hodgson, president of 
Abbott Laboratories, at (708) 938- 
8228; or fax them at (708) 938- 
6277. Demand that they start 
working with community advo¬

Thome said. “Of them, two have 
complications related to wasting 
syndrome.” 

He says that MediCal’s deci¬ 
sion to pay for the drug for indi¬ 
gent people with AIDS will stop 
“unnecessary deaths” and 
increase the life expectancy of 
PWAs. 

The drug works by aiding the 
absorption of nutrients by regen¬ 
erating the intestinal cilia and 
helps many patients stabilize mus¬ 


cle wasting that results from poor 
absorption. 

‘This is a really good develop¬ 
ment and I’m very happy” said 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
treatment education and advocacy 
director Ron Baker. “It means 
hundreds of people with AIDS 
will benefit from the therapy. 
Hopefully people will feel better, 
survive longer, and have an 
improved quality of life.” V

Reporter , Katz said both classes 
will be taught by recognized 
experts in the field: lesbian rela¬ 
tionship classes will be taught by 
Dr. Lindy McKnight, a woman 
with a Ph.D. in the field. The gay 
male relationship class will be 
instructed by Rik Isensee, author 
of Love Between Men. Katz calls 
that book on gay male relation¬ 
ships “one of the most important 
in the field.” 

The new Minority Group 
Psychology class will place par¬ 
ticular emphasis on lesbian and 
gay psychology issues, Katz said. 

Lesbian and Gay Aging Issues 
will meet on Monday evenings, 
beginning August 21. The instruc¬ 
tor is Margaret Cruikshank, editor 
of the forthcoming Fierce with 
Reality: an anthology of literature 
about aging. 

Gay and Lesbian Studies was 
organized as a department at 
CCSF in 1989, the first in the 
United States. Prior to that the 
school was the first to offer a les¬ 
bian and gay studies class, in 
1972. 


Katz said most courses will be 
held at the Castro-Valencia 
Campus (Everett Middle School,

Study Points to New 
Way To Make Vaccines 

...But just for bacteria and parasites, not viruses

LOS ANGELES - In a finding 
that points to a new approach to vac¬ 
cine development, researchers 
announced Friday, July 14 they have 
identified a way in which the human 
immune system recognizes and 
mounts an attack against disease- 
causing bacteria. 

The discovery broadens the 
understanding of how the body 
marshals T-cells against invading 
bacteria and suggests a new path¬ 
way for designing inoculations 
against currently vaccine-resistant 
parasites and microbes, the doctors 
said. 

“These findings open up an 
entirely new ball game as far as 
understanding how the body recog¬ 
nizes foreign antigens,” said Dr. 
Robert Modlin, chief of dermatol¬ 
ogy at the University of California, 
Los Angeles, School of Medicine. 
“And it opens up new pathways to 
making vaccines." 

In a report in the journal Science, 
scientists from UCLA, Colorado 
State University, Brigham and 
Women’s Hospital in Boston, and 
Albert Einstein College of Medicine 
in New York said they found a sec¬ 
ond mechanism that prompts the 
immune system to create killer T- 
cells against invading bacteria. 

Scientists have thought for more 
than ten years that the body begins 
producing T-cells when it recog¬ 
nizes the small strands of protein on 
the surface of invading bacteria. 

The new findings show that 
when infected with a disease-caus¬ 
ing bacterium, the body can trigger 
a T-cell response by another mecha¬ 
nism that recognizes the sugars and 
fatty acids that make up a majority 
of a bacterium’s outside coating. 

“The discovery suggests scien¬ 
tists may be able to design vaccines 
against bacterial disease by replicat¬ 
ing parts of the bacterium’s sugar 
and fatty acid coating,” said Teresa 
Soriano of UCLA. 

Most current vaccines are creat¬ 


ed by replicating part of the proteins 
found on a bacterium’s outside 
shell. 

The findings came in a study of 
one of the world’s oldest known dis¬ 
eases - leprosy. The scientists stud¬ 
ied the immune response in tissue 
collected from a patient infected 
with a less virulent form of leprosy, 
a bacterial infection that most often 
damages the nerves on the extremi¬ 
ties. 

The researchers found a mole¬ 
cule known as CD lb prompted T- 
cells to attack the leprosy bacteria 
when they recognized the non-pro¬ 
tein portion of the microbes’ outside 
coating, said Barry Bloom of Albert 
Einstein. 

“This shows there is a new way 
that the human immune system rec¬ 
ognizes foreign bacteria. We’ve 
expanded the known universe of 
antigens that T-cells may recog¬ 
nize,” said Modlin. 

“Now that we’ve shown this 
form of T-cell recognition occurs in 
leprosy, our next step will be to 
determine whether it occurs in other 
infectious diseases.” 

The investigators selected lep¬ 
rosy because patients with the less 
severe form of the disease have 
been found to have high levels of 
the CD lb molecule, said Steve 
Porcelli of Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital. 

“This seems to help to protect 
these patients against the severe 
form of the disease,” said Dr. Peter 
Sieling of UCLA. “The healthy 
patients are the ones who have more 
of these cells.” 

The idea of creating new vac¬ 
cines structured around the CD lb 
molecule is intriguing because the 
substance appears to be the same in 
all people, said Delphi Chatteijee of 
Colorado State. 

“That means any vaccine should 
create an identical immune response 
in all people,” said Ted Prigozy of 
UCLA. 

The research was funded by the 
National Institutes of Health and the 
World Health Organization. V 
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NYC Gets a Handle on TB 


After years of bad news about 
the explosive growth of tubercu¬ 
losis in New York City, health 
officials there report an aggres¬ 
sive health campaign has brought 
about a dramatic decline in new 
cases. They say in the last three 
years, new cases have decreased 
substantially. 

The study authors credit city 
health outreach workers who 
tracked down people with tuber¬ 
culosis - many of them homeless 


- to make sure they completed 
drug treatment. 

The study found that from 
1992 through 1994, there was a 
21 percent decrease in reported 
cases of tuberculosis in New York 
City. The decline was consistent 
among minorities, people with 
HIV, and homeless people.

Helms on this measure. He said 
he has “no idea why they aban¬ 
doned us.” 

“We are going to have to go to 
members, one-on-one, and edu¬ 
cate them as to why this under¬ 
mines the CARE Act,” said 
Stachelberg. 

Pregnancy testing 

One perennial issue is the call 
for mandatory HIV testing of 
pregnant women. The medical 
theory is that early intervention 
may reduce the likelihood of 
transmission to the baby, but the 
social dynamics are more com¬ 
plex than the medical ones. 
Kassebaum had indicated her 


support for such measures at a 
Monday, July 24 meeting with a 
half-dozen senior AIDS lobbyists. 
Both the lobbyists and 
Kassebaum’s staff were stunned. 

Kassebaum ended up taking a 
different approach, a carrot 
instead of a stick. She proposed a 
$10 million pot of money that the 
11 most highly impacted jurisdic¬ 
tions can tap to fund HIV testing 
and counseling of pregnant 
women. It passed by unanimous 
consent. 

Ryan White still faces a floor 
vote in the House, where it was 
unanimously reported out of com¬ 
mittee. That will probably occur 
some time in September. It seems 
likely there will be more attempts 
to attach negative amendments, 
but their scope and character 
remain uncertain. V

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QUEER WATCH 


Voting queer

ou can tell by the way 
“Sneaky” Pete Wilson is 
cranking up the rhetoric 
that an election is loom¬ 
ing. Although my faith in “democ¬ 
racy” as practiced in these United 
States has wavered of late. I’m not 
as terrified and disgusted by the 
coming contests as I usually am. 
Dole, the Republican frontrunner, 
is lagging behind Bill Clinton in 
the polls, and here in SF, we have 
a real chance to elect a lesbian 
mayor. 

Most people assume that Bill 
Clinton is dead meat, and I’d 
agree if he’s to be judged on his 
own merits or lack thereof. But 
even he might be able to win in a 
race against Bob Dole. When you 
strip Dole of his occasionally bit¬ 
ing wit - something his handlers 
have decided is essential in a pres¬ 
idential candidate - you are left 
with a very boring person. 

Nor am I sure that a Dole pres¬ 
idency would be harder on queers 
than a Clinton one. Dole might 
find it less imperative to cave in to 
the reactionaries than Clinton 
seems to, especially if they keep 
trashing him in primaries and 


accusing him of being too old (72) 
for the job. 

Dole recently released photos 
of himself running barelegged on 
a treadmill to demonstrate his 
health and vigor. Alas, his skinny 
chicken legs are no more appetiz¬ 
ing than Clinton’s cellulite-heavy 
gams. Whatever happens, there 
seems little chance of getting a 
president with sexy legs. 


Commentary 


The gay lobbying crowd is 
divided on the upcoming presi¬ 
dential race. One wing says we 
should line up behind Clinton 
now, unconditionally. The other 
says we should hold his feet to the 
coals and extract some promises 
before endorsing him. Although 
I’m sympathetic to the latter fac¬ 
tion, their strategy seems limited 
by the sad fact that sooner or later 
they, too, must endorse Clinton. 

There’s still hope for a nicely 
complicated, multi-candidate 
election. Jesse Jackson could run 
as a third party on the left - pretty 
much dooming Clinton. Or 


Buchanan could run as a third 
party on the right - shooting Dole 
in the foot. Or both could run, as 
well as a possible fifth, centrist 
candidate like Colin Powell or 
(ick) Ross Perot. 

In such a cluttered scenario, all 
bets are off. It will drive the poor 
pollsters crazy. 

At least Pete Wilson’s chances 
seem to be dwindling. Despite his 
masterful manipulation of the 
affirmative action issue, he’s been 
plagued by all sorts of bad luck: 
his throat operation cutting into 
fundraising and the deadlocked 
state budget keeping him off the 
campaign trail. I think he’d waste 
Clinton in a general election, but it 
doesn’t look like the Republicans 
are going to give him the chance. 

Mayor Magoo 

Closer to home and sooner on 
the agenda is our local race for 
mayor. Mayor Frank Jordan, 
despite a gaffe-filled reign, is in 
pretty good shape. My partner 
calls him “Mayor Magoo” for his 
remarkable ability to emerge 
unscathed from what should be 
fatal public relations disasters. 
He’s got a reputation as a nice guy, 
and he’s a known quantity, unlike-

ly to rock the boat or make any big 
changes in how things are run. 

The latest polls show him in a 
three-way dead heat with Roberta 
Achtenberg and Willie Brown, 
with Angela Alioto bringing up 
the rear. A few months ago, when 
Willie was still sitting on the 
fence, the common belief was that 
if he deigned to enter the race, the

position was his. The combination 
of gay and black constituencies 
gave him a basis to counterbal¬ 
ance Jordan’s command of the 
conservative West Side vote. 

Achtenberg’s entry has 
changed the equation. The same 
people jwho doubted that San 
Francisco was ready for a lesbian 
mayor when Carole Migden was 
the putative candidate have dis¬ 
covered new hope for the cause 
now that Achtenberg has picked 
up the standard. And it’s true that 
San Francisco is the one major 
city in this country where it’s at 
least possible. Last year, when the 
rest of the country - including 
even the Lesbian Socialist 
Republic of Berkeley - jerked to 
the right, our fair city shifted sig¬ 
nificantly to the left. 

And while Willie Brown would 
probably sweep the important gay 
vote in a head-on election against 
Frank Jordan, it is unlikely that 
many queer voters will choose 
him over Achtenberg. 


That damn lesbian 

Initially I was cool to 
Achtenberg’s bid. I thought it was 
about time that San Francisco had 
a black mayor, and say what you 
like about Willie Brown, he’s 
known for getting things done. 
Sure, he wears $3,000 Italian 
suits, but I’ve become suspicious 
of charges of corruption and 
ostentation aimed at minority leg¬ 
islators. Would anybody care how 
much Willie pays for his suits if he 
weren’t black? I don’t think so. 

When it comes to local poli¬ 
tics, I’m not quite a single-issue 
voter; I have two issues: the police 
and healthcare. 

Under Jordan, the ex-chief of 
police, the SFPD has been running 
amok, confident that whatever 
they do no punishment will come 
down from above. This means 
more “sweeps,” where instead of 
calling on a crowd to disperse, 
they deliberately try to take the 
crowd by surprise and pull as 
many people as possible into their 
net. A lot of innocent bystanders 
wind up getting taken in, and law¬ 
suits invariably follow. 

Willie Brown - or frankly any¬ 
body but Jordan - would be less 
likely to ignore police brutality. 
And Willie might actually have 
enough clout to get some police 
reforms through. 

My other issue is health care. 
While Frank Jordan hasn’t gone 
after the health budget with a meat 
ax, he hasn’t defended it either. If 
only out of concern for police and 
health issues, I lean against 
Jordan. 

So for me it boils down to a 
choice between Achtenberg and 
Brown. (Alioto, the “Lamborghini 
liberal,” has never appealed to me.) 
And much as I admire Brown’s 
political savvy, I can’t resist voting 
for Achtenberg. It’s not like I’m vot¬ 
ing for her just because she’s a les¬ 
bian - she seems very sharp overall. 
But it is the factor that tilts the scale. 
Given that both Achtenberg and 
Brown would be good mayors, the 
election of a lesbian - of a woman 
personally denounced by Jesse 
Helms as a “damn lesbian” - would 
be a tremendous PR victory for the 
cause. 

Finally, I console myself that I 
can vote for Achtenberg with little 
risk. Unless Jordan gets more than 
50 percent of the vote in the initial 
election, which scarcely seems 
possible, he goes into a runoff 
with the other top vote-getter. If 
the pollsters can be trusted - a 
debatable point, admittedly - this 
will likely be either Achtenberg or 
Brown. Thus I can vote for 
Achtenberg in the first round and 
against Jordan in the second, if 
need be. 

Isn’t democracy wonderful? 
Or at least occasionally entertain¬ 
ing? T

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Actor Is Pleased Jeffrey Is In Our Faces

I n June of this year, actor Patrick Stewart told the graduating 
class of a Southern California college that “it’s what you do 
from now on that will either move our civilization forward a 
few tiny steps, or march us steadily backward.” 

What Captain Picard of Star Trek: The Next Generation has done 
recently to advance the course of civilization is trade in his space 
togs for an over-the-shoulder sweater, matching beret, and a chorus 
boy lover. We’re talking about Sterling, the character Stewart plays 
in the new film Jeffrey, a flamboyant interior decorator who lives 
at Barney’s, offers up endless bitchy barbs and design tips to the 
unsuspecting, and advises people that love, sex and romance are 
still possible in a world ravaged by AIDS. He is a New York 
queen’s answer to Auntie Marne. A sample line: “I was watching 
these two guys on Nightline on Gay Pride Day, and one of them 
said, ‘I’m Bob Wheeler and I’m a surgeon. And my lover is an 
attorney. And we’d like to show America that not all gays are limp- 
wristed, screaming queens. There are gay truck drivers and gay 
cops and gay lumberjacks.’ And I just thought, Oooooooh, get her.” 

At a recent press conference for Jeffrey in New York, the 55- 
year-old actor, elegantly attired in shades of gray and a pair of

P aul Rudnick’s Jeffrey begins with two men in bed and ends with two 
men in love. Another example of a movie Hollywood would never 
make, the film is a funny report back from the trenches on the latest 
battle between the sexes - the positives vs. the negatives. 

Jeffrey gently lampoons a time when no date is casual and guys want to 
check the references of every sex partner their would-be boyfriends have ever 
had. In a time of false piety and rampant religiosity, the film is cheerfully 
irreverent and joyfully blasphemous, a scornful look at pompous 
Christian sermonizing and New Age shibboleths. In short, Jeffrey is 
the kind of drop dead comedy for the ’90s that some 
of us have been waiting for, the kind of work so dex¬ 
terously composed that Rudnick will no doubt be 
compared to a gay Voltaire, for Rudnick, like that 
great writer before him, has created out of tragedy a 
hilarious moral pratfall full of unusual characters, in this 
case, bogus faith healers, sex-crazed priests, and an 
omnipresent Mother Teresa. 

The resolutely non-heroic hero of Jeffrey is a twen¬ 
tysomething waiter/actor whose Holy Trinity is com¬ 
prised of Absolut with tonic, the color blue, and, God’s 
greatest gift, the ability to have unlimited recreational sex 
with handsome strangers. His biggest challenge in life has 
been bench-pressing 45 pounds, but all of that changes 
when he develops a fear of contracting AIDS, an eventu¬ 
ality Rudnick chooses to treat as farce rather than tragedy. 

Jeffrey is a character audiences should certainly become irritated with but 
not lose respect for. This delicate balance requires an actor who can hold his

Pride Utsav '95: Art and Activism South-Asian Style 

Pink Peacocks in San Francisco

am 




n the surface it seemed 
like any other South 
Asian social gathering. 
Well, perhaps the men 
were a little better dressed than 
usual. Otherwise, it was all there 
- the flash of silk, the touch of 
brocade, the crunchy samosa 
and the succulent tandoori 
chicken. But when performance 
artist Tanya Selvaratnam (a.k.a. 
Tonto Silverado, a.k.a 
Pantherella) zipped up her boots 
and descended on the audience 
cracking her whip, we knew we 
were not in Fremont anymore. 

Trikone, the world’s oldest 
group for lesbians, bisexuals and 


gay men of South Asian her¬ 
itage, now in its tenth year, was 
celebrating Pride Utsav ’95 - a 
three-day conference held last 
June on South Asian queer 
issues. The event was attended 
by over 100 delegates from all 
over the world. 

Indeed, the South Asian 
Lesbian and Gay movement had 
come a long way from the first 
newsletters, which were cobbled 
together on office computers and 
laboriously photocopied at the 
neighborhood Kinko’s. And 
there had been other gay men’s 
conferences - Khush, the men’s 
group in Toronto, had assembled 
in 1993, and Humsafar Trust had 
just convened in Bombay in

an 


December 1994 - but Pride 
Utsav ’95, organized by Trikone 
and co-sponsored by South 
Asian groups all over the coun¬ 
try, was the most ambitious in 
scope and aim. 

Two years ago when Trikone 
organized a cultural show called 
Tamasha, we had wondered if 
anyone apart from our signifi¬ 
cant others would bother to 
show up to see us sing and 
dance. This year, almost 300 
people attended the banquet and 
cultural show at St. Mary’s 
Cathedral on June 16, making it 
the biggest Asian event in San 
Francisco over Pride Week. 
After Roberta Achtenberg, hot 
on her San Francisco mayoral 
campaign trail, gave a brief 
speech, a spokesperson from 
Mayor Jordan’s office got 
onstage to tell us that the Mayor 
had proclaimed Friday Trikone 
day in San Francisco. 

In keeping with the “World 
Without Borders” theme of this 
year’s Freedom Parade, the per¬ 
formers at the cultural show 
freely mixed and matched cul¬ 
tures with irreverent elan. Bay 
Area favorite Sanxe Loveji put 
together a fashion show called 
Vogue-A-Rama, which cheekily 
mixed saris and Doc Martens. 
Then he went on to do his ver¬ 
sion of Queen’s “Bohemian 
Rhapsody” - in Italian, English 
and Hindi - which was ironic 
considering that Freddie 
Mercury was even more secre¬ 
tive about his Indian origin than 
he was about his homosexuality. 
Pakistani poet Ifti Nasim came 
from Chicago to discuss his 
recently published book of Urdu 
poems, an historic event as this 
was the first collection of openly 
gay poetry to be published in 
Pakistan. 

Where art and 
activism meet 

Good things come in small 
packages, a concept that is easy to 
lose sight of in the skyscraper cul¬ 
ture of the West. But Pride Utsav 
celebrated three diminutive fig¬ 
ures who cast long shadows in our 
communities - filmmaker Prat- 
hibha Parmar, Trikone founder 
Arvind Kumar, and activist 
Urvashi Vaid. Both Parmar and 
Kumar were awarded the Pink 
Peacock, a newly constituted 
award honoring service to the 
South Asian queer community. 

Kumar had also been recently 
honored by KQED as an

“Unsung Hero.” Vaid, who deliv¬ 
ered the keynote address, spoke 
about her own coming out story. 
Acknowledging the parents and 
relatives in the audience, she 
hoped that ten years from now at 
the Trikone 20th Anniversary 
celebration she would see “my 
parents, your parents together 
talking about being queer in the 
full context of our lives.” 

For me, Vaid’s presence 
summed up the conference. A 
familiar face in American 
activism, she is about to publish 
a book on the gay and lesbian 
movement, thus positioning her¬ 
self at the confluence of art and 
activism. As fledgling gay and 
lesbian communities caught up 
in the more “pressing” issues of 
coming out, visibility, and 
racism, we often relegate arts 
and entertainment to the back 
burner. But they are an essential 
part of our cultural makeup, of 
who we are. And our activists 
are often artists, our artists, 
activists. When Toronto-based 
filmmaker Gitanjali used her 
work in progress on Lesbian 
Flirtation Techniques for a 
workshop, she was also talking 
about both politics and art. 
When performance artist Mohan 
Sikka from Philadelphia per¬ 


formed Curse of the Goddess, he 
was talking about sexism and the 
social pressure to have children 
and carry on the family name. 
Rakesh Ratti, editor of the first 
anthology of South Asian les¬ 
bian and gay voices, Lotus of 
Another Color , appeared both as 
poet and workshop facilitator. 

Three days of confabulation 
and celebration, of applause and 
arguments, workshops on eroti¬ 
cism and panels on leadership. 
Where does it leave us in the 
end? Wise? Happier? Stronger? 
As one delegate said, “[The con¬ 
ference] was informative and 
interesting, but I found the mere 
presence of the folks at the con¬ 
ference the most thrilling.” 

As I stood on Pride Day and 
watched the largest-ever contin¬ 
gent of South Asians in the 
world boogie to the infectious 
rhythms of Bhangra and hip- 
hop, I couldn’t agree more. A red 
sari caught in the breeze bil¬ 
lowed out like a fan. From a dis¬ 
tance, it seemed the pink pea¬ 
cocks were dancing. T

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Drag Journals Go Legit 

Cross-Dressers Get Read

eteran drag performer 
\ Charles Busch writes in 
the July 17 issue of New 
York magazine that this 
is the golden age of drag. But he 
is quick to add that despite its 
current trendiness, cross-dress¬ 
ing is nothing new. 

“It’s been there since time 
immemorial. The first group of 
homosexuals in the Garden of 
Eden, you know at least one of 
them was searching through 
Eve’s drag clothes,” Busch said 
in a recent interview. 

What is new, however, is the 
number of serious magazines on 
the newsstand catering to the 
transgendered community. 
Aside from pornography, mail¬ 
order catalogs and personal ad- 
driven ’zines, several 
respectable national magazines 
have emerged in the last few 
years to serve the diverse inter¬ 
ests of transgendered readers. 
Readerships have increased of 
late, thanks largely to the media 
infatuation with cross-dressing. 

Dragazine explores the the¬ 
atrical and campy side of drag in 


its interviews and features. The 
cover identifies the audience as 
“Halloweeners and in-between- 
ers”; editrix Lois Common- 
denominator started the maga¬ 
zine as a Halloweener, spending 
the rest of the year as mild-man¬ 
nered Freddie Bercovitz. She 
launched the publication as a 
modest ’zine in 1991, but 
Dragazine has quickly matured 
into a full-fledged magazine 
with a semi-annual circulation 
of 11,000. And as the magazine 
has increased its ambitions, so, 
too, has Commondenominator 
increased hers, donning drag in 
between Halloweens with ever- 
increasing frequency. 

“I believe that expressing 
oneself in a feminine way is 
something that gay people are 
allowed to do by society 
because they’re already not 
accepted in many other ways,” 
says Commondenominator, 
finding liberation rather than 
restriction in homophobia’s 
emasculation. “They already 
have a freedom that straight 
men don’t have - to feminize 
themselves if they wish.” 

While Dragazine caters to a

ence is indeed diverse. 

Gay drag is included, as is 
female transsexualism, which is 
nearly as common as male 
transsexualism, despite the lack 
of public awareness. 

Tapestry’s main focus, how¬ 
ever, lies with straight male 
cross-dressers, transgenderists 
(a less offensive word than she- 
males) and pre-op male-to- 
female transsexuals. Stine, the 
divorced father of a 25-year-old 
son, places herself in the last 
group, and identifies as a hetero¬ 
sexual female born with a male 
body. In the jumble of confusing 
pronouns and hyphenated iden¬ 
tities, Stine says that some con¬ 
flicts are unavoidable as the 
magazine tries to appeal to a 
widely divergent readership. 

“I’d say the greatest conflict 
at the moment might be between 
those who consider themselves 
heterosexual cross-dressers and 
those in the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity who look at each other as 
being at loggerheads and very 
different,” she says. “It is my 
hope in the publication to show 
them more what they have in 
common than the difference they 
perceive amongst themselves 
now.” 


Different tactics 

While using different tac¬ 
tics than Tapestry, Transfor¬ 
mation magazine is trying to 
bridge the same gaps. The 
slick color quarterly concen¬ 
trates mainly on transsexuals 
and straight transvestites, but 
also includes gay readers. 

“Gay drag fits in with this 
because drag is drag,” says Ed 
Sitch, associate editor of 
California-based Transfor¬ 
mation. “There is a common¬ 
ality, and as for whether there 
is a camaraderie, in some 
quarters there is, and in some 
quarters there isn’t. But 
acceptance of everyone else’s 
orientation is what we strive 
for.” 

Transformation is a cross 
between an informative cultur¬ 
al magazine and a smutty adult 
publication. News features and 
arts reviews set the magazine 
apart from the transsexual 
pornographic magazines popu¬ 
lar at adult bookstores. But 
Transformation does include 
personal ads and pornographic 
pictures in its pages, which 
Tapestry and Dragazine do 


gay audience, with tongue 
firmly in cheek, Common- 
denominator knows that 
most cross-dressers are not 
gay, and do not crossdress to 
be campy. Heterosexual 
cross-dressers and transsex¬ 
uals are not part of the 
magazine’s core audience, 
although some do enjoy 
the editor’s hilarious point 
of view. 

“I give a nod and a 
wink to the straight cross¬ 
dressers who read my 
magazine, and I do 
sometimes report on 
their activities,” she 
says. “But actually I 
find that they like to 
escape with Dragazine 
and join the party that 
the drag queens are 
having.” 


Serious and 
substantive 

Not all transgen¬ 
dered readers want 
to join that kind of 
party, however, and 
they turn instead to 
Tapestry, a more 
serious-minded 
journal for cross¬ 
dressers and 
transsexuals. The 
glossy quarterly 
includes legal, medical and 
psychological columns along¬ 
side thoughtful features address¬ 
ing transgendered life. Published 
in Massachusetts by the 
International Foundation for 
Gender Education, the magazine 
possesses a certain weight and 
substance lacking in its competi¬ 
tion. 

Under the new editorship of 
Jean Marie Stine, changes are 
coming quickly as the magazine 
aims to expand its circulation 
beyond the current 10,000. Stine 
promises to be more inclusive in 
terms of gender and orientation, 
to reflect the diversity of the 
transgendered community 
beyond cross-dressing and 
transsexual men. The subtitle on 
the cover will now read: “For 
the transgendered, gay, lesbian 
and bisexual community.” 

“There are great political and 
personal separations between the 
transgendered community and the 
gay and lesbian community,” 
Stine admits, “and at the same 
time, there are large areas of 
crossover. There are gay male 
drag queens, there are lesbians 
who are very butch and essential¬ 
ly crossdress, and I’m not sure 
they realize how much we include 
them in what we’re doing.” 

The magazine’s intended 



not. 

This has led to stronger 
sales for Transformation, with 
a circulation of 50,000. Unfor¬ 
tunately, it also damages the 
integrity of the magazine in 
some people’s minds. 

While the three magazines 
approach transgender issues 
from different angles, their 
missions overlap. All three aim 
to connect transvestites and 
transsexuals across lines of 
sexual orientation. All three try 
to welcome “tourists” as well 
as full-timers. And whether 
they view cross-dressing as 
funny, serious or sexy, they all 
know that the issues involved 
are not nearly as simple as the 
media portray them. T 
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Flamenco Is Flavor of the Month 

Flamenco Woman

he’s got time by the 
tail,” Sartre wrote in 
Nausea of a blues 
singer whose courage 
and defiance of her suffering 
amazed him. It’s been 20 years 
since I read it, but that 
epiphany of the heroic has 
stayed with me, and I always 
think of her when I see great 
Flamenco dancing. Like the 
blues. Flamenco is a popular art 
that is as heroic, humane, and 
profound as tragedy. Anybody 
can see its greatness. 

Some of the best Flamenco 
dancers currently on Bay Area 
stages are local residents. 
While the star of the big Jose 
Greco show at the Marines 
Memorial, Isabel Trevino, is 
virtually in open revolt (last 
Wednesday night she gathered 
up her skirts and left the stage 
in a fury after several abortive 
tries to get a rhythm going), 
there’ve been sensational per¬ 
formances in smaller venues in 
the East Bay. 

First it should be said that 
Greco’s men are wonderful, 
superior to any around here, and 
if you’ve been thinking of 
going to see them, by all means 
go. They are thrilling, especial¬ 
ly Miguel Canas, a magnificent 
animal who reminded me of the 
young Nureyev. He too was 
pissed at the guitarist, and his 
dance might have been chopped 


less into “can you believe this 
shit?” pieces if he’d had a more 
simpatico accompanist. But he 
made a virtue of necessity by 
making a dance out of his 
onstage adversity, a tempestu¬ 
ous, wholly idiomatic state¬ 
ment, using the postures and 
gestures of the younger genera¬ 
tion, who’ve gone a little 
Hollywood now that Spain is a 
modern democracy. 

Canas danced a fascinating, 
homoerotic duet with Joaquin 
Encinias that had undercurrents 
of seduction and treachery. 
Canas’ huge, gleeful grin and 
feral presence cast a strong 
spell; Encinias looked haunted. 
The dance made brilliant use of 
the abrupt turns, the footwork, 
and the magnetic pelvis of 
Flamenco to suggest many 
shades of hesitation, suspicion, 
susceptibility, desire. 

What I missed most in the 
Greco show was the power a 
dancer must have to build a 
kinetic argument. A Bulerias or 
Soleares grows, like a great 
blues song - says Janis Joplin’s 
“Piece of My Heart” - like a 
lawyer’s summation, or a 
lover’s complaint. Each phrase 
of the dance builds, turning 
back on itself, redoubling the 
power of the footwork, culmi¬ 
nating in a pose that asks, “Are 
you picturing this?” And the 
next phrase starts from there, 
goes deeper, the aching back 
arches more, the hips rolls, the 


skirt froths and foams, the knee 
rises and puts the foot down 
with finality, and the eyes 
blaze: “What do you say to 
this?” And from there she 
builds a climax, one that makes 
Medea look mousy, and Janis 
Joplin sedate. 

La Pena 

Lourdes Rodriguez, La 
Monica, and La Tania can all 
do this. Tania has more range - 
from delicate to murderous, 
from elegant to raunchy - her 
style is more authentically 
Spanish, and her transitions 
from one energy state to anoth¬ 
er are more amazing - but 
Monica and Lourdes, who per¬ 
formed last week at La Pena (in 
Berkeley) tap deep into this 
rhythmic potential. Lourdes 
also has a red-hot Mama’s way 
of getting down, and a back 
that will arch forever - I have 
seen her exit with her back par¬ 
allel to the floor. 

Tania is a major talent. Like 
a ballerina, she shows you what 
to look at - she moves your 
eyes across her body, or out 
into the landscape she’s imag¬ 
ining, as a painter moves your 
attention across the painting, 
into the planes before and 
behind it. One minute it’s her 
whole figure churning; the next 
it’s her little finger, or the heel 
of a shoe; suddenly, it’s the 
great bowl of her pelvis, slung 
between her legs like she’s 


swinging a bucket; next minute 
it’s her proud chin-line. The 
rhythm can be so powerful you 
can feel like you’ve come 
around a corner and almost run 
off a cliff. T

own in virtually every scene 
yet know when to yield the 
spotlight to more compelling 
performers. Steven Weber is a 
perfect Jeffrey. He brings to 
the role a wide-eyed earnest¬ 
ness and toothy sincerity, 
trademarks of a certain kind of 
TV actor, the kind of actor 
Jeffrey aspires to be. Weber is 
also deft at handling Jeffrey’s 
asides to the audience, a device 
that gives the film a bit of the 
comic timing, playfulness and 
style of early Woody Allen. 
The problem with Jeffrey is 
that both as device and as char¬ 
acter he is sometimes too pre¬ 
dictable, not terribly complex, 
which, consequently, makes 
some of us wonder how some¬ 
one so uncharismatic could 
possibly find himself in the 
middle of a romantic tug-of- 
war with HIV-positive gym 
hunk Steven (Michael T. 
Weiss). 

One of Rudnick’s strengths 
as a writer is his ability to cre¬ 
ate a fabulous central character 
whom he surrounds with bril¬ 
liant supporting characters. In 
Jeffrey , the scrappy crew of 
reinforcements is headed up by 
British actor Patrick Stewart, 
of Star Trek: The Next 
Generation fame. Stewart 
brings the appropriate blend of 
shameless camp and upscale 
elegance to the role of Sterling, 
Jeffrey’s best friend and men¬ 
tor. Sterling (an “interior 
designer” - don’t you dare call 
him a decorator) has great fun 
with the outrageous caricature 
he’s made of himself. It’s his 


desperate hope that the right 
mix of style and good taste will 
keep his younger lover Darius 
(Bryan Batt), a career chorus 
boy, from succumbing to 
AIDS. 

For these two characters, 
style is everything: Sterling 
would like us to believe that 
fluorescent lighting represents 
as big an offense to tasteful liv¬ 
ing as unsafe sex; Darius pre¬ 
tends to believe that the Pink 
Panthers’ gay street patrol is 
only worth joining for the “fab¬ 
ulous T-shirts.” But Sterling 
and Darius aren’t just window 
dressing. Both offer endless 
advice to Jeffrey about happi¬ 
ness, love, and sex in the age of 
AIDS. Like much of the phi¬ 
losophizing about the secret of 
human happiness in Woody 
Allen’s Hannah and Her 
Sisters, most of the advice fil¬ 
tered through these two impor¬ 
tant characters is made palat¬ 
able in the guise of throwaway 
one-liners like: “Hate AIDS 
not life” and “HIV positive 
men are the hottest.” 

Bashing hypocrisy 

Some of Jeffrey’s best 
moments come during the big 
scenes that playfully digress 
from the principal boy-meets- 
loses-recovers-boy plot. The 
best of these scenes is Nathan 
Lane’s gleeful bashing of 
Catholic sexual hypocrisy. 
Lane’s Father Dan believes in 
quickies behind the altar, 
Broadway show tunes, and 
God’s will as expressed 
through balloons - roughly in 
that order. 

Runner-up honors in the 
sexual hypocrisy category go 
to Sigourney Weaver, who 


plays the fashion-conscious 
postmodern evangelist Debra 
Moorhouse. More diva than 
prophet. Weaver’s Debra 
asserts the power of attitude 
and marketing over the uncer¬ 
tainty of modern life. 
Rudnick’s acid-drenched 
skewering of the 12-step 
movement’s bathetic preaching 
is red meat for this critic. That 
Debra is dressed in white and 
her acolytes in beige seems to 
indicate Rudnick’s perception 
that New Age is just more of 
the old with a sprinkling of 
media-inspired fascism thrown 
in for good measure. 

Also memorable is a fantasy 
call home to Mom and Dad in 
which the parental units appear 
uncomfortably familiar (for 
Jeffrey anyway) with phone 
sex: “Do you like it when they 
shave their assholes?” mom 
inquires merrily. “What are 
you wearing, son?” dad asks, 
grinning ear to ear. 

All of the irony, skewering 
and hilarity of Rudnick’s script 
suggests that Jeffrey fills a need 
for entertainments that rein¬ 
force safe sex among younger 
gay men. The film is written 
from a perspective that assumes 
its audience is already familiar 
with the horrors of AIDS and is 
more in need of a savvy take on 
gay mixed marriages (positives 
and negatives) than political 
agitprop or domestic soap 
operas. Someday we may look 
back on this film and think of it 
as part of a new wave of AIDS 
films. Right now, we can mere¬ 
ly cherish its good humor and 
intelligence. T

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T he new Embarcadero Center Cinema (1 Embarcadero) in 
downtown San Francisco continues its inaugural summer 
season with a retrospective of the works of the great Indian 
filmmaker Satyajit Ray Aug. 4-Oct. 6.

The retrospective will also include screenings of Jalsaghar 
(1958), a portrait of an aristocrat whose fortune has been squan¬ 
dered by the extravagance of his forebears; Charulata (1964), 
about a young woman who falls in love with her husband’s broth¬ 
er; Daughters (1961), a story of a young servant girl and an 
unconventional bride, derived from short stories by Rabindranath 
Tagore; Devi (I960), about a family tom asunder by religious 
fanaticism: The Big City (1963), which concerns a middle-class 
woman who disrupts the order of her family when she takes a job; 
and The Middleman (1975), about a young man whose ideals are 
destroyed when he goes into business for himself. 

All nine films will also screen in Berkeley (U.C. Theatre) and in 
Albany (Albany Cinemas) Aug. 18-Oct. 19.

exquisitely soft brown leather 
shoes, begins our interview by 
reprimanding the assembled 
journalists for even suggesting 
that he’d entertained second 
thoughts about playing a gay 
man. “I’m not quite sure why 
you see the role as controver¬ 
sial,” he insists. “I can see that 
the film might be controversial. 
In fact, it damn well is contro¬ 
versial. Some people who may 
not know what’s in store for 
them are going to be surprised 
by what they encounter. But I 
only saw a cracking good role. 
One of the best roles I’ve ever 
had, and it just happened to be a 
gay man in a rather provocative 
movie about gay men and 
AIDS.” 

Stewart, who recently moved 
to the United States from his 
native England, was fairly 
unknown in America until he 
traveled into the future for them 
on Star Trek. His face is 
undoubtedly familiar, however, 
to fans of PBS, who remember 
the actor’s star turns in hit mini¬ 
series like I Claudius (he played 
the evil Sejanus), Tinker, Tailor, 
Soldier, Spy, and Smiley's 
People. His film efforts include 
Robin Hood: Men in Tights, 
Excalibur, Dune and, of course. 
Star Trek: Generations. 

Currently, Stewart is outdoors in 
New York’s Central Park star¬ 
ring as Prospero in 
Shakespeare’s The Tempest 
(which may hit Broadway in the 
fall). 

So, is he nervous about how 
fans will react to his lavender 
turn in Jeffrey ? Is he worried 
about the effect that U.S. homo¬ 
phobia might have on his 
career? 

“I don’t think homophobia is 
just in the United States,” 
Stewart explains in his charac¬ 
teristically dignified manner, 
“although if you were to read 
the wit and wisdom of Jesse 
Helms in the last couple of 
weeks you might be inclined to 
think it is. Actually, in a way, it’s 
kind of a blessing because 
Jeffrey could not be released at a 
more appropriate time than now, 
when the unspeakable Helms is 
making these statements.” 

After a pause, he muses 
enthusiastically, “I’m glad to 
say Jeffrey is in your face, isn’t 
it? It really is. The first time I 
saw the film, even though I 
knew what was in the film, I 
gasped more than once. 

“But then I have to cast my 
mind back to the first day of 


rehearsal,” Stewart says, “Six 
of us in a room. The six princi¬ 
pal protagonists: writer, direc¬ 
tor, four actors. Three of us gay. 
Three of us straight. None of us 
really knew one another at all. 

“We’d been together about 
half an hour, talking rather ner¬ 
vously. We were going to read 
the script when Steven Weber 
suddenly grabbed hold of 
Michael Weiss and kissed him 
on the mouth and said, ‘THERE, 
I’VE DONE IT. I DONE IT. 
I’VE GOT IT OVER WITH.’ 

“That was the moment 
everyone was most terrified of. 
The first kiss, how it would be. 
Steven, who is marvelous in the 
movie, his gesture at that 
moment was absolutely appro¬ 
priate because not only did it 
make us laugh, but it brought 
out into the open all of that het¬ 
erosexual nervousness about 
what it would be like when the 
moment actually had come.” 

Initially nervous 

If Stewart was a little ner¬ 
vous at first, his unease quickly 
turned to respect after a careful 
perusal of the script. “When I 
first read Jeffrey, while making 
Star Trek, I was literally moved 
to tears,” the actor explains. “I 
wept all over my uniform. It’s a 
marvelous film that deals with a 
very serious subject in a very 
serious way. It was something I 
wanted to do immediately. 

“Of course it would be dis¬ 
honest of me not to admit to a 
certain nervous flutter in my 
stomach when I first contem¬ 
plated this role. It’s the first 
overtly gay role I’ve ever 
played, but I adore this character 
in every possible way.” 

Stewart shares that he asked 
Rudnick and director Chris 
Ashley to “pounce on me” the 
minute he gave any indication 
that he was relying on stereotyp¬ 
ical behavior or cliche manner¬ 
isms. “If there was a fear 
attached to doing this role,” says 
Patrick, “it was that I was rely¬ 
ing on stereotypes. I wanted 
Sterling to be as real a person as 
possible.” 

When asked how many peo¬ 
ple involved with Jeffrey are 
actually gay, Stewart is demon¬ 
strative and mystifying at the 
same time: “I can’t speak for the 
others, but in recent interviews, 
certainly with the gay media, to 
my surprise, it’s been put to me 
that I might be gay. There’s a 
genuine body of opinion that I 
am. Well, I explained that I’m 
not as far as I’m aware. 
Nevertheless, it’s kind of a held 
opinion in the gay community. 

“I found myself curiously

flattered by this. I’m serious. 
I’m not sure why, but I do feel 
flattered. Perhaps in a way, it’s 
one of those things that makes 
my casting in Jeffrey so appro¬ 
priate.” No doubt Sterling 
would agree. 

In addition to his Central 
Park stint in The Tempest, 
Stewart is busy these days try¬ 
ing to move beyond the space- 
age warrior image he’s earned 
from his Star Trek years. He 
says roles like Sterling are a step 
in the right direction. His next 
movie role will be that of a ball¬ 
room dance instructor in Let It 
Be Me, a romantic comedy star¬ 
ring Campbell Scott, Leslie 
Caron, and Jennifer Beals. T

their sleaze or romantic modes. 
Falcon almost always comes 
through - when it’s a Falcon 
video, your favorite stars look 
better, your favorite dicks look 
bigger, and the production val¬ 
ues - videography, location, 
background music, etc. - aren’t 
bettered on a consistent basis by 
anyone else in the industry. 

Falcon pulled out all the 
stops on this one. Shot in a lush 
countryside setting, this bucolic 
fantasy of life down on the farm 
boasts a stable of sexy stars. Get 
this (in order of the damage they 
do to my heart): Steve Marks, 
Mike Chavez, Drew Nolan, 
Christian Fox, Chad Knight and 
Scott Baldwin. Falcon thinks 
they’re capping that list with 
Ken Ryker, but more on him 
later. 

Big River begins like a story 
of Tom Sawyer and 
Huckleberry Finn, and ends up - 
well, it ends up their asses. It’s a 
splendid, gorgeous video for 
men and boy watchers. Boys 
like Fox, Nolan and Baldwin, 
who have such creamy flesh, 
supple bodies, tight nuts, and 
assholes that call for dick with a 
force as implacable as gravity. 
Boy/men like the indelible Chad 
Knight. And men like Knight’s 
partner Mike Nichols (no, not 
the Nichols who directed the 
The Graduate), the silent and 
sturdy Chavez, and big Ken 
Ryker. 

The hour-and-a-quarter 
video teases us for some min¬ 
utes with the boys being boyish, 
their slightly concealed body 
parts floppin’ around, playing 


peek-a-boo as varying vistas of 
warm flesh are caressed by the 
summer breeze. It’s sensual and 
so fun. And when the mood 
changes: watch out. This open¬ 
ing trio reaches its heights in a 
double fuck - Chavez into 
Marks into Baldwin - before 
they all change positions, top to 
bottom and vice-versa. It didn’t 
just take my mind off Suzy. It 
took my mind off. 

Then they all go skinny-dip- 
pin’. More floppin’ around, the 
boys’ members looking swollen 
even after tumescence. Hangin’ 
heavy? I’m crying mercy. 

This striking opening yields 
to Christian Fox’s first scene 
with the same graciousness with 
which the delicious Fox yields 
to Ken Ryker. This tall new 
“star” has an overly elongated, 
rippled torso, which is a marvel 
to watch as he pumps his partner 
with his overly elongated cock. 
Unfortunately, it too is rippled - 
or nearly so. It just doesn’t get 
very hard, so the “star” chokes it 
stiff as he can. Still, there are 
some hair-raising sights in his 
assault on Fox. 

The force of the attack which 
Chad Knight is able to parry in 
the third scene is truly exciting. 
His partner is newcomer Mike 
Nichols, a dark, butch number 
who plunges deep and wide. It’s 
a superstar sequence. 

The finale brings us 
Christian Fox with Drew Nolan. 
If a thing of beauty is a boy for¬ 
ever, these two together are a 
vista of infinity. Both have the 
gorgeous blush of youth 
slathered across themselves. 
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Big boy Ken Ryker 


They have flat tummies, dicks 
that sprout upward, and aching¬ 
ly beautiful rosebud asses. 
Theirs is a cherishable 
sequence. It gave me a reason to 
live - even in the wake of 
Suzy’s betrayal.

Well, I watched him in two 
other videos, and his zombie 
demeanor is as unchanging as 
his granite looks and unsmiling 
face. He lacks commitment; he 
doesn’t seem genuinely 
aroused. His dirty talk carries no

conviction, and those fingers 
don’t really know their way 
around an asshole; he’s kind of 
blunt with the most artful of 
asses, which Christian Fox prof¬ 
fers. Aha, I said: straight boy. 

Well, even straight boys need 
to earn a living. In a way, they 
are as innocent a victim as the 
viewer - they have to be offered 
these jobs, after all, and it’s gay 
videomakers who do the asking. 
The only way straight boys will 
stop cluttering up gay pom with 
their good looks, dead emotions 
and lack of love for their fellow 
boys is when gay producers stop 
asking them to.

F tta James has had one 
heck of a life. She was 
bom Jamesetta Hawkins 
to a wild-living mother 
who would never admit that her 
daughter’s father was white 
pool hustler Minnesota Fats. 
Etta shuttled between homes in 
Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
joined a girl gang in the 
Fillmore District, and began 
making her mark as a singer by 
the time she was 15. For many 
years, she pursued a trio of pas¬ 
sions: music, drugs and not-so- 
nice men. 

James recounts her life in a 
saucy, occasionally poetic style. 
She’s not proud of everything 
she’s done, but neither is she 
apologetic. In her mid-fifties, 
the singer is only now getting 


around to reflecting on the com¬ 
bination of heritage and person¬ 
ality that shaped her. 

Her first big break came 
when Johnny Otis, a legendary 
musician and promoter with “a 
genius for hip names” - Sugar 
Pie DeSanto, Little Esther 
(Phillips) - discovered her and 
“flipped everything around”: 
Jamesetta became Etta James. 
Otis, a Caucasian who “rein¬ 
vented himself as a black man,” 
booked Etta and her girl-group 
cohorts, the Peaches, and also 
got them into the recording stu¬ 
dio. 

First hit 

With her first hit, James got a 
taste of what many black per¬ 
formers of her era experienced. 
“Roll With Me, Henry,” a snap¬ 
py retort set to the melody of 
Hank Ballard’s “Work With Me, 
Annie,” was rerecorded as 
“Dance With Me, Henry” by

H remember 
growing up in 
the ’50s in a 
small, white, 
working-class 
suburb of 
Chicago. 

Everybody in 
our neighbor¬ 
hood was not just 
Christian, but 

Catholic, and in those 
days at least, we 
learned that we were 
morally superior while 
we were learning the 
Baltimore catechism. 

I remember that 
sense of Catholic=good 
disappearing the summer 
that a black family tried 
to move into the town, and 
adults were gathering and 
threatening and carrying on as if 
some great disaster of biblical 
proportions was about to 
descend on our formerly pristine 
environs. That the black family 
was also Catholic was seen as 
irrelevant: they were coming 
and we were in great danger. 

Well, the black family didn’t 
move in, but I remember being 
proud of my parents for just 
about the only time in my life. 
They didn’t just disagree pri¬ 
vately with the overt racism of 
their friends and neighbors, they 
also spoke out publicly against 
the mean-spiritedness that 
infected the town. 

In her latest mystery, Open 
House , Pat Welch looks hard at 
families and racism and what it 
meant and means to have grown 
up in that terrible time. Helen 
Black gets a call in the middle 
of the night - a relative has died, 
and much to Helen’s surprise, 
since she was disowned by her 
father years before, she has been 
left a house in her aunt’s will. 

Helen’s trip to her childhood 
home is a journey of personal 
discovery, as the painful memo¬ 
ries of the past mesh with certain 


horrifying events of the present 
and she confronts (and 
sometimes sleeps with) 
her demons. Open 
House is a very good 
novel that also happens 
to be a compelling mys¬ 
tery. That’s two good 
reads for the price of one. 
(Note: Naiad’s second 
audio book, Sticks and 
Stones, read by Kate 
Buffery, is quite fine. 
Buffery reads with 
clarity and passion, 
and is a real pleasure 
to hear.

Starting An 
Exercise Program 


by Dianne Aaronson 

ii f you’ve decided that it’s 
time to get serious and 
begin some sort of general 
^ exercise program, you must 
first complete some initial steps 
before you can start an actual 
routine. 

Defining goals 

First, you must be able to dis¬ 
tinguish between short-term and 
long-term goals. If your fantasy 
is to lose 50 pounds of fat and/or 
gain 10 pounds of lean muscle, 
then put this goal into perspec¬ 
tive: it’s not something that’s 
going to happen overnight; it is a 
long-term goal. A short-term 
goal might be to lose five 
pounds this month and/or gain a 
pound of muscle. 

Your ability to discern 
between the two can make or 
break your program and deter¬ 
mine how successful you ulti¬ 


mately are. Be realistic in your 
expectations. This will enable 
you to keep your enthusiasm 
high and avoid burnout. 

Second, what are you hoping 
to accomplish at the gym? Are 
you interested in losing body 
fat? Firming and . toning? 
Building muscle and getting 
stronger? Increasing endurance? 
Complementing your primary 
sport? Rehabilitating yourself 
after an injury or an illness? It is 
crucial that you are clear (not to 
mention your trainer) on your 
desires here, because each of 
these goals requires a slightly 
different approach. 

Complementing a primary 
sport, for example, may require 
focusing on particular muscle 
groups (and perhaps working 
differently with other ones) or 
emphasizing a specific type of 
cardiovascular cross training. 
Individuals recovering from an 
injury must also modify standard 


workout routines to stop stress to 
the afflicted areas, while build¬ 
ing up strength in the surround¬ 
ing areas for added protection. 

If you’re recovering from a 
major illness, you must be aware 
of your limitations - what exer¬ 
cises will be beneficial and 
which ones to avoid. Don’t let 
limitations discourage you. 
Physical activity, if done correct¬ 
ly, can get you back on your feet 
much quicker than hanging 
around the house watching TV. 

In addition, if what you’re 
striving for is increased stamina, 
you must understand that long¬ 
term endurance and/or fat loss 
necessitates an emphasis on car¬ 
diovascular exercise (i.e. run¬ 
ning, walking, biking, rowing, 
step climbing, aerobicizing, 
etc.), not weight training. 
However, those of you hell-bent 
on building muscle may want to 
limit your cardio and concen¬ 
trate heavily on weight training 
instead.

Common guidelines 

1) All muscle groups should 
be addressed. The only excep¬ 
tion to this rule would be for an 
individual who is recovering 
from an injury. It is important to 
strive for symmetry; this is not 
about “looking good.” The body 
is held together by various mus¬ 
cles, and it works like a suspen¬ 
sion bridge. If there is more ten¬ 
sion on one area than another, the 

^structure goes awry. If certain 
muscles are ignored, they will 
become slack, inviting injury. 

2) Referring back to the sus¬ 
pension-bridge imagery above, 
flexibility training is extremely 
important. Stretching not only 
pulls the muscles back to their 
original length and elasticity 
(providing better range of 
motion and saving the joints), 
but it also relieves tension and 
allows blood and nutrients to 
flow more easily through the 
muscle fibers, clearing out waste 
products, such as lactic acid, 
more rapidly. 

3) Strive for consistency. Life 
is one big pulse, whether it’s 
brain waves, heart beat or ocean 
currents, and the body responds 
well to rhythm. Therefore, even 
if you can only show up at the 
gym a couple times a week, be 
consistent. Going on a rampage 
and working out five times one 
week and only once the next two 
will only serve to confuse and 
even harm the body. 

4) Strive for moderation. 
Similar to the goal of consisten¬ 
cy is moderation. It is better to 
pick a rhythm that you can 
adhere to than to do too much 
too soon and bum out. This does 
not mean that you can’t push 
yourself - just keep a steady 
pace. For someone who’s decid¬ 
ed that they’re “finally going to 
get in shape” and is pretty gung 
ho about it, you may feel that 
you’re being forced to move 
more slowly than you’d like. But 
keep in mind that your ultimate 
goal is to get in shape and stay 
there. Don’t undermine yourself 
with too much initial fervor, or 
you’ll wind up right back where 
you started. 

5) Perfect your technique. If 
you are weight training, please 
understand that technique will 
serve you much better than hap¬ 
hazard form. Don’t lose the form 
just to lift a few extra pounds.

white singer Georgia 
Gibbs. Both songs were 
about dancing, “It’s just 
that the word roll had a 
sexual suggestiveness 
prudes couldn’t han¬ 
dle. ... My version 
went underground and 
continued to sell, 
while Georgia’s 
whitewash went 
through the roof.” 

In her own words, Etta “did¬ 
n’t know shit about business 
and, for a long time, was too 
young and foolish to care about 
learning.” She found out quick¬ 
ly that “songs get stolen,” and 
also that the people who are 
supposed to look after a per¬ 
former generally take care of 
themselves first. 

This was the case with Otis, 
who made sure he got co-writ- 
ing credits on songs he didn’t 
write, which gave him royalties 
in addition to his other fees. 
When she split with Otis in the 
mid-1950s, things improved - 
for a while. Trying to be more 
“sophisticated” than her 18 
years, she fell for promoter/hus- 


t 1 e r 
| Harvey 
Fuqua, ten 
years her 
senior, and 
voluntarily 
“took my 
earnings and 
bought him 
diamonds 
and hi-fi 

sets.” Fuqua 
ended up mar¬ 
rying Gwen 
Gordy, whose 
Anna Records 
became the 
model for - and eventually part 
of - brother Berry’s Motown 
label. 

Murky mentors 

Still, the money did keep 
coming in - black music was in 
vogue. Luckily, she found a new 
business associate, John Lewis, 
who “managed the unmanage¬ 
able Etta James as well as any¬ 
one.” Lewis went to prison in 
1964 after federal agents busted 
him for selling drugs (to cus¬ 
tomers that included Etta). 

Like Lewis, Chess Records 
impresario Leonard Chess was 
another “mentor” whose murky 
dealings call his motives into 


question. According to James he 
“wasn’t 100 percent kosher,” 
but he “was the man who kept 
me from starving or having to 
work at the five-and-dime.” 
When she was heavy into drugs, 
Chess protected her interests as 
best he could, for which she 
remains grateful to this day. 

James was so totally hooked 
by the ’60s that if things came 
down to music or heroin, “when 
I had to choose between the two. 
I’d put dope first. Any junkie 
would.” Looking back, though, 
she doesn’t feel the drugs hurt 
her voice: “I’m not saying I 
wouldn’t have sung better if I’d 
been straight - sobriety always 
helps - but I can’t lie and say 
dope destroyed my gift.” 

The next two decades were 
full of ups (hit records, TV 
appearances) and downs (time 
spent in jail), periods of being 
flush and flat broke, strung out 
and sober. She cut some memo¬ 
rable records along the way, but 
missed gigs, hooked up with the 
wrong lovers, and generally was 
her own worst enemy. It’s proof 
of just how bountiful James’ 
musical gifts are that there was a 
career to salvage when she 
finally decided to clean up her 
act.

for you won’t be shaping your 
muscles the way you want them 
to look. 

6) Educate yourself in all 
areas. Know what you’re get¬ 
ting into. If you can afford a 
trainer, get one. It’s knowledge 
you’ll have for the rest of your 


life. If you can’t afford one, read 
a lot of magazines and other lit¬ 
erature, and ask questions of 
friends and gym members who 
look like they have what you 
want. Observe and compare 
exercise techniques of different 
individuals. Educate yourself 
about nutrition and fluid intake. 
Ultimately, find one source that 
you can trust. 

7) Listen to your body. In the 


end it all comes down to just one 
person: you. If something does¬ 
n’t feel right, don’t do it, even if 
it’s your trainer making the sug¬ 
gestion. Everyone is different, 
and there are subtle variations of 
response. It’s okay to experi¬ 
ment, as long as you proceed 
with caution. Keep an open 
mind and a playful spirit. Yes, 
this is serious stuff, but you’re 
supposed to have fun, too. T 


Although she revels in her 
“bad-girl” persona onstage and 
off, late in A Rage to Survive, 
James recognizes the roots of 
this behavior: “I still have a lot 
of bad feelings about myself. 
Take my performances. ... I’ll 
rub my hands over my body, roll 
my tongue, and play the slut. 
Been doing that shit for years. 
Why? I’m conflicted.” 

James has begun to reconcile 
her conflicts. A Rage to Survive 
is clearly a part of that process, 
but the singer, whose latest CD, 
Time After Time, finds her in 
jazzy good form, never lapses 
into self-pity. She may not have 
come to accept herself com¬ 
pletely, but you can tell from her 
book’s often defiant tone that 
deep down she knows she’s 
cool. ▼

elsewhere. John Gavin, for 
instance, reveals to Leigh that 
he had trouble performing his 
intimate opening scene with her 
because he found Hitchcock’s 
cigar breath distracting. This is 
technically “news,” but like 


Bass to make that statement,” 
Leigh comments. “I was in that 
shower for seven days, and, 
believe you me, Alfred 
Hitchcock was right next to his 
camera for every one of those 
seventy-odd shots. ... Drawing 
some pictures does not a direc¬ 
tor make.” 

Other Leigh corrections: 
Hitchcock did not have the cold 
water turned on to shock her 
during the shot when “Mother” 
comes into the bathroom; Leigh 
“never asked for custom lin¬ 
gerie” (as the film’s designer 
Helen Colvig has asserted); and 
some 20-odd takes (a high num¬ 
ber for Hitchcock) were needed 
to get the last shot after the mur¬ 
der, in which the camera pulls 
back from a close-up of Leigh’s 
eye to a full view of the bath¬ 
room. 

For as slim a volume as this 
is (less than 200 pages, includ¬ 
ing a 26-page prologue and two 
“intermissions” written by her 
collaborator Christopher 
Nickens), there’s a fair amount 
of padding, such as the list (and 
several photos) of other films in 
which Leigh had water, shower 
or motel scenes. 

Among the reprinted letters 
from fans is one from a guy 
named Billy, who writes, “I am 
eagerly awaiting the book you 
and Christopher Nickens are 
preparing about the cultural 
phenomenon known as 
Psycho .” Scintillating, almost 
as much as the passages in 
which we find out that Leigh’s 
daughters Jamie Lee Curtis and 
Kelly have never seen the movie 
all the way through. 

This book is a veritable 
gusher of goodwill. Everyone 
connected with Psycho was 
“wonderful” or “talented” or 
“inspired”; one feels like a 
crank complaining about the 
repetition. The lovely person¬ 
ality of Anthony Perkins’ 
wife Berry Berenson Perkins 
gets several mentions, and to 
complete the cycle of self¬
